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Communist Troops Battling Laotians 


^Flagrant Violations' Condemned 


From Press Reports 


Vientiane, Laos — Communist 


military campaigns-in Indochina 
have spread to Laos, where pro- 
Communist troops backed by 
North Vietnamese soldiers are 
battling rightist forces in three 
sections of the country, the Lao- 
tian defense minister said 
Friday. 


Defense Minister Sisouk Na 


Champassak told a news con- 
ference that the fighting began 
Monday about 100 miles north of 
Vientiane, when the Communist 
troops overran five government 
positions, and is still continuing. 


Champassak is a rightist who 


espouses the "domino theory" 
that a Communist takeover of 
one Southeast Asia nation leads 
to Communist conquests in 
neighboring countries. 


Besides the fighting in the 


north, he said fighting also was 
taking place in locations in south 
and central Laos, a nation 
bordering on North and South 
Vietnam, Cambodia, Thailand 
and China. 


"I don't know if it is a North 


Vietnamese or Pathet Lao in- 
itiative and what they are 
pushing for," Sisouk said. "But 
these are flagrant violations, 
which I strongly condemn, of the 
cease-fire agreement." 


The defense minister claimed 


at least 15,000 North Vietnamese 
troops were confronting royalist 
troops throughout the country, 
in addition to another 35,000 
North Vietnamese forces who 
are guarding the Ho Chi Minh 
trial in eastern Laos. 


Sisouk said he had protested 


the fighting to Deputy Prime 
Minister Phoumi Vongvichit, the 


ranking pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao member of the coalition 
government, which is made up 
of leftists, royalists and 
neutralists. 


The defense minister said 


Phoumi replied that he had 
asked for details from Sam 
Neua, the Pathet Lao 
headquarters in eastern Laps. 


Sisouk quoted Phoumi as 


saying he had no control over 
Pathet Lao troops outside the 
administrative capital of Vien- 
tiane and the royal capital of 
Luang Prabang, both neutralized 
cities under the Laos peace 
agreement. 


The defense minister said he 


had only sketchy reports on the 
other fighting in southern and 
central Laos, around Savan- 
nakhet and Pakse.

N. Korean Leader Urges 
Tinal Punch' Against U.S.

Tokyo — President Kim 11- 


Sung of North Korea received a 
"ceremonious and rousing 
welcome" Friday when he 
arrived in Peking to urge his 
Chinese allies to join in 
delivering what North Korean 
sources here called "the final, 
decisive punch" against the 
United States m Asia. 


The official Chinese news 


agency, Hsinhua, said in a report 
seen here that Teng Hsiao-ping, 
\ ice chairman of the Communist 
Party's Central Committee and a 
vice premier, met Kim "on 
behalf of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung." 


The North Koreans here said 


that Kim was expected to ask 
Mao and Premier Chou En-lai to 
"give a final, fatal blow to the 
Americans after the Indochina 
debacle." , 


Hsinhua also reported that 


Chiang Ching, Mao's wife and a 
power in her own right, and Yao 
Wen-yuan, widely considered a 
rising star in the hierarchy, were 
on hand to greet Kim and his 10- 
man delegation. 


The Chinese news agency said 


"tens of thousands of people in 
the Chinese capital gathered at 
the Peking railway station and 
Tien An Men Square and sang 
and danced to extend their 
greetings" to Kim. 


The North Korean sources 


here said that Kim planned to 
renew his call for a joint anti- 
American front of North Korea, 
China, North Vietnam, and 
Khmer Rouge forces, which 
have just captured Phnom Penh. 


Western 
diplomats here 


speculated that the North 
Koreans, who are in desperate 
trouble with foreign exchange 
and balance of payments, may 
also be seeking Chinese 
economic help. 


A North Korean source here 


asserted that South Korea, 
where the United States has 38,- 
000 troops, "is the last 
beachhead in Asia available to 
the Americans and Japanese. 
South Vietnam and Cambodia 
are collapsing, and Thailand and 
the Philippines are changing 
their attitudes toward Com- 
munist countries." 


"That's the reason the 


Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea needs an agreement 
with the Chinese on a common 
strategy to take advantage of the 
recent American debacle in In- 
dochina," he said. 


The North Koreans further in- 


dicated that the visit to Peking 
was intended to increase the psy- 
chological pressures on their 
rivals in South Korea. One said 
that President Park Chung Hee 
of South Korea "was terrified by 
the recent debacle in In- 
dochina " 


developments Friday. 
. —In Bangkok, Thailand, 
diplomatic sources said Cam- 
bodians were evacuated en 
masse from Phnom Penh 
following capture of the Cambo- 
dian capital by Communist-led 
Khmer Rouge insurgents. The 
exodus was seen partly as a plan 
by the Khmer Rouge to weed 
out and purge opponents. 


—In Saigon, South Vietnam, 


the Viet Cong's spring offensive 
rolled on Saturday, with 
Communist-led troops apparent- 
ly capturing the last government 
enclave on the central coast, 
military sources said. They 
reported that infantrymen led by 
tanks mounted a strong attack 
on Phan Thiet, 100 miles east of 
Saigon, late Friday and radio 
contact with the defenders was 
lost shortly before midnight. 


—Also in Saigon, the U.S. Em- 


bassy began burning "nonessen- 
tial" papers in its closely 
guarded Saigon compound 
.Friday and launched a crash 
program to expedite the evacua- 
tion of an estimated 3,000 
Americans and their Vietnamese 
families. 


—In Washington the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee 
approved $200 million Friday for 
humanitarian aid to South Viet- 
nam and evacuation programs. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger 
told Congress, 


however, that if it doesn't ap- 
prove military aid to South Viet- 
nam "I think the collapse would 
come soon." 


—In Manila, President Ferdi- 


nand E. Marcos said Friday the 
Philippines may scrap its 
mutural defense pact with the 
United States and take over two 
major American bases if 
national interest demands it. 
The bases are Clark Field, 
headquarters of the U.S. 13th Air 
Force, 50 miles north of Manila 
and the largest American 
military installation outside the 
continental United States. The 
other is the Subic Bay naval 
base. 90 miles northwest of 
Manila.

All five of the major recommen- 


dations of the Bruckner report will be 
implemented. 


So said Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf 


Friday, one week after release of the 
report on police enforcement of 
alcohol laws. 


The City Council asked attorney 


James Bruckner to look into charges 
that police were harassing social 
drinkers and were denying jailed 
suspects their constitutional rights. 


Implementation of two recommen- 


dations — release of some drunks to 
responsible people and allowing 
suspects 30 minutes to call and consult 
with an attorney before testing — 
comes as a surprise. 


Schwartzkopf had been noticeably 


cool to the two proposals earlier in the 
week. 


Police Not Enthusiastic 


Those proposals are also looked on 


with some disfavor in police 
headquarters. 


Police anticipate problems during 


the 30 minutes allowed for a phone 
call and fear criticism for letting 
drunks go free to cause more trouble. 


Of the five recommendations, four 


are already being followed, 
Schwartzkopf said. 


Two of the recommendations were 


that police do something they were 
already doing: using disciplinary 
procedures to discourage arrests 
without sufficient reason and discon- 
tinuing the posting of a list showing 
the number of arrests made by in- 
dividual officers. 


Response Favorable 


Police jumped enthusiastically at a 


third proposal that they stop towing 
the cars of people arrested for driving 
while intoxicated (DWI) unless 
requested to do so. 


Officers had complaints on the 


amount of time spent waiting for 
wreckers and the practice was con- 
tinued on the belief that the police 
were legally liable for safekeeping the 


car That belief was incorrect, accor- 
ding to City Arty Charles Humble 


Schwartzkopf said Friday he 


ordered police to begin allowing 
alcohol offenders 30 minutes to con- 
sult with an attorney before chemical 
testing In addition, he said, police 
shall advise suspects that they have a 
right to have the breath, blood or 
urine test confirmed by their doctor — 
if the doctor comes to the station 


The fifth recommendation will be 


implemented as soon as guidelines are 
established. Schwartzkopf said. 


Working On Plan 


Acting Police Chief Dale Adams 


said Friday that he began working 
earlier this week on a plan to release 
some suspects, "in anticipation of a 
directive" to implement it. 


Under the plan, people with local 


ties will be released to other "respon- 
sible" people in the community, such 
as a relative, friend or attorney. 


mat person will have to sign a 


release torm being drawn up by the 
City Law Department The form will 
amount to a written obligation to get 
the intoxicated person home Humble 
said 


It will not make the person legally 


liable if the arrested person later com- 
mits ma\hem. Humble said 


Adams said that more than 60'"' of 


those arrested [or intoxication and 
DWI offenses will probably be 
released, based on statistics showing 
that 60' - are released in a similar plan 
in Phoenix, Ariz 


People arrested for those offenses 


are now held in the drunk tank until 
police believe they are sober The 
minimum has been around four hours, 
and the maximum could be much 
longer. 


Violent and abusive people and 


suspects in criminal cases will not be 
released. Adams said

Barnett May Seek School Aid Repeal

Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln Friday said he 


might ask the Legislature to wipe out all state aid 
to public schools. 


"I have an amendment prepared to test the 


water," he said. "I'm not sure I'm going to offer it 
or not, but it's ready." 


Barnett was the only Lancaster County senator 


to vote against initial floor approval of a bill to 
boost the level of state aid by $15 million in fiscal 
1975-76. 


The measure, LB368, which provides for an- 


nual increases of $15 million until the level of state 
aid is equal to 4C% of public school operating costs, 
was advanced Thursday on a 28-11 count.

Barnett's vote is easily explained. 
"Twenty-eight of the 29 precincts in my 


legislative district voted against state aid last 
November," he pointed out. 


In that referendum vote, Nebraskans wiped 


out a massive state aid bill approved by the 1974 
Legislature. 


"I really can't read exactly what the people of 


my district were saying," Barnett acknowledged. 


"They may have opposed state aid, or they 


may just have opposed the 1974 bill." 


But his constituents apparently "listened to 


the governor, who said state aid would not give 
property tax relief," Barnett said. 


"I think that is an erroneous statement. Any 


amount of state aid provides some property tax 
relief. 


How Do You Prove It? 


"But I don't know how you're going to prove it 


to the people unless you repeal all state aid. Then 
they would understand how it reduces property 
taxes." 


Elimination of all state aid — now provided 


with $55 million in annual state funding — would 
be "a harsh thing," Barnett said. 


"But it would sure prove the point. I think if 


we got rid of it for one year, people would be 
screaming to have it back." 


If the $55 million in state assistance (provided 


largely through state sales and income tax revenue) 
were eliminated, local property taxes would be 
called upon to replace the funding, or school 
budgets would need to be reduced. 


Barnett thinks the 28-11 vote advancing the 


proposed increase to $70 million was deceptive. 


"I don't think that bill is really going to pass," 


he said. "It's a lot of wasted effort. The governor 
would veto it, and I think he's as close to the people 
on this issue as anyone." 


Gov. J. James Exon vetoed the 1974 bill, but it 


was enacted over his objections. 


Exon Promises Veto 


Exon said Friday if the bill passes "I can 


assure you it will receive a veto and I hope the peo- 
ple of this state will start ringing the telephones of 
the members of the Legislature from their districts 
who supported this measure." 


The governor said he thought the senators 


were "rejecting lock, stock and'barrel" the vote of 
the people last November. 


According to Exon, 28 legislators in effect told 


the people: "You don't know what you are talking 
about. We know what's best." 


Others Voted In Favor 


While Barnett voted against this year's bill, 


Sens. Steve Fowler, Shirley Marsh and Harold 
'Simpson, all of Lincoln, and Jerome Warner of 
Waverly all voted in support of advancement. 


The other Lancaster County senator, Roland 


Luedtke of Lincoln, was absent at the time of the 
vote.

May Be Under Way

The worst recession since the Great Depres- 


sion has hit bottom and a business recovery 
already may be under way, economists said 
Friday. 


But, they added, the nation's unemployment 


rate will remain at depression levels throughout 
th^year, Hearing 10% before it begins to drop. 


~"I expect the recession to end about now," 


sai'd Irwin Kellner of Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust. 


Won't Be Felt Soon 


./'But I hasten to add that although the 


economy has bottomed out and recovery may be 
under way, it will not be apparent to the man on 
the street for some time yet because he looks 
closely at unemployment." 


Geoffrey Moore, chief of research at the 


National Bureau of Economic Research, said the 
sharp plunge of 10.4% in the gross national 
product during the first three months of the year 
cd&Jained a ray of hope for economic recovery. 


«• "One of the most encouraging things is that 


all of the decline from the fourth quarter of 1974 
tauthe first quarter (of 1975) was accounted for in 
tflfe'decline in inventory investment," Moore said. 


'Important Factor' 


This is a "very important factor" in the- 


ptjjcess of working out of a recession, he said, 
because before production and employment can 
increase the inventory stocks had to be reduced. 


JThe process of an upturn has begun but it's a 


long drawn out affair," Moore said. "The 
definitive event, which would be an upturn in out- 
put and employment, has not yet appeared." 


Kellner cited other evidence that "the 


protracted economic slide is grinding to a halt." 
He said the March decline in industrial produc- 
tion was the smallest in four months, housing 
starts stabilized, private wages and salaries in- 
creased and final sales, after adjustment for infla- 
tion, rose for the first time in 18 months. 


Confirming the heavy toll taken by the reces- 


sion on jobs, the Labor Department said a record 
number of major labor areas were on the 
government's list of places with substantial un- 
employment — 6% or higher. 


Highest Total 


The department said 105 of the nation's 150 


labor areas were classified as having substantial 
unemployment in March, the highest total since 
the list was started in May, 1955. 


The nationwide unemployment rate of 8.7% 


— or almost eight million persons — is the 
highest in 34 years, and many economists believe 
it will hit 9.5% or more before it starts a slow 
decline later this year. 


Unemployment will rise even after relatively 


full production resumes, Kellner said, because 
businessmen will delay reniring workers until 
they are certain the recovery is for real, because 
they will be reluctant to add to their costs after 
trimming fat during the downturn and because 
the labor force will grow more rapidly than de- 
mand for workers.

sure, a reprimand, instead of a 
suspension or disbarment. 


The State Justice Department 


contends Cook should not 
receive such a mild rebuke, since 
he clearly violated the ethics 
code for membership in the 
Nebraska Bar Association.

Welfare Review Nets $1 Million

A 19-month program of 


reviewing county welfare case 
records resulted in a savings of 
nearly $1 million in state and 
federal funds, the Nebraska 
Department of Welfare reported 
Friday. 


The state's 
seven-member 


State Quality Surveillance team 
reviewed 9,418 cases in 85 coun- 
ties between May of 1973 and 
December of 1974, according to 
Margery Wallace, chief of the 
Division of Income Mainte- 
nance. 


Of the cases reviewed, 471 


were closed, resulting in an es- 
timated savings or cost avoid- 
ance of $975,720. Of that, the 
savings in state dollars was es- 
timated at $411,168. 


When remaining cases are re- 


viewed an annual savings of up 
to $1.2 million could be realized, 
Mrs. Wallace said. 


In addition to the dollar sav- 


ings, the surveillance team work 
helps to correct errors in 
assistance programs and avoid 


them in the future, Mrs. Wal- 
lace said. 


"Quality surveillance" is a 


case-by-case review of county 
welfare records to determine 
whether those receiving welfare 
assistance of some kind actually 
qualify for it, and to determine if 
they are receiving the proper 
amounts. 


The Welfare Department im- 


plemented the surveillance sys- 
tem in May of 1973 to improve 
county welfare administration 
and reduce case errors. 


Peterson Says

Cancer-Causing 
Agents In Water 


Washington (DPI) - The En- 


vironmental Protection Agency 
said Friday it found suspected 
cancer-causing agents in the 
drinking water of 79 American 
cities, and it suspects the same 
chemicals are present all over 
the country. 


In most cases, the agency said, 


the amount of chemicals present 
seemed related to how heavily 
the water had to be chlorinated 
to remove concentrations of 
organic matter in the water. 


But it said chlorination, for 


now, is still the most valuable 
water treatment tool to prevent 
disease. 


The EPA survey also dis- 


covered, for the first time, the 
presence of vinyl chloride in 
drinking water. 


This gas, too, has been linked 


to cancer deaths among factory 
workers and perhaps even 
among persons residing near 
plastics factories. The gas was 
found dissolved in the water of 
Miami and Philadelphia. 


Miami showed about the worst 


rating. Strasburg, Pa., had the 
best. 


EPA Administrator Russell E. 


Train said there was no cause for 
panic, but citizens should begin 
to pressure their local officials to 
get something done about the 
water situation. 


"I certainly would have no 


hesitancy in drinking the water," 
Train said. 


"Mind you, there are terribly 


low levels (of the suspected 
cancer agents)... but that's not 
to minimize the problem. We've 
got a national probelm here." 


The one suspected carcinogen 


found in all 79 cities was 
chloroform. In its gaseous form, 
it is suspected of causing cancer, 
though less is known of its im- 
pact when dissolved in water 
and ingested.

compounds found variously in

during the chlorination process. 


Cities with heavy concen- 


trations or organic matter, 
ranging from dirt to algae and 
other matter, showed the worst 
concentrations of the chemicals 
tested for because they required 
heavier chlorination EPA said. 


Surface water supplies 


generally contain more organic 
matter than underground 
supplies. 


EPA officials said they were 


looking at other methods besides 
chlorination to purify water, in- 
cluding ultra violet light and 
ozonation — bubbling through 
oxygen. 


Train said the basic conclusion 


of the survey is that organic 
chemicals exist in all of the 
nation's 240,000 drinking water 
supplies. 


Local Water Officials 
Left In Dark By EPA 


Lincoln city officials Friday

Flow of Reports 
A steady flow of such reports 
has been coming into Saigon as 
soldiers, policemen and civilian 
refugees reach areas still held by 
the South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment. The accounts are being 
collected and sent to Washington 
by the U.S. Embassy in Saigon, 
which is arguing the need for 
continued military aid to South 
Vietnam. 


The reports are interpreted 
there and by officials here as 
confirming fears of a bloodbath. 
These fears lie behind ad­ 
ministration appeals for more 
aid to Saigon and authority to 
evacuate perhaps as many as 
200.000 endangered South Viet­ 
namese. 
Secretary of Defense James R.

‘Systematic Killing’ 
The reports indicated

police, prison officials, and 
others,” Kissinger said. But, he 
added cautiously, “we can’t 
generalize on this yet because 
the reports are widely 
scattered.” 
Other officials are less hesitant 
to generalize.

Sta te Supre me Court To Be gin 
Cook Dis ba rme nt Ca s e In June

Attorneys for G. Bradford 
Cook will try to convince the 
Nebraska Supreme Court in ear­ 
ly June that Cook should not be 
disbarred for lying under oath. 
The court's tentative schedule 
for oral arguments during the 
week of June 2 includes the case 
brought against Cook by the 
State Bar Association and the 
State Justice Department. 
Cook, a Lincoln native, 
formerly served as the chairman 
of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission under former Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon. 
He has admitted lying to a 
federal grand jury investigating 


an illegal $200,000 contribution 
to the 1973 Nixon campaign by 
fugitive financier Robert Vesco. 


While Cook was an attorney 
for the SEC, reference to the 
contribution was dropped from 
an SEC lawsuit filed against 
Vesco for looting mutual funds. 
Cook told the grand jury he had 
not talked to former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice Stans, 
Nixon’s chief fund-raiser, about 
the lawsuit prior to the time it 
was filed, when in fact he had. 


Cook is disputing allegations 
that he also lied on five other oc­ 
casions to congressional com­ 
mittees. 
A referee, John Kuns, has 


recommended that Cook be 
given the mildest form of cen­ 
sure, a reprimand, instead of a 
suspension or disbarment. 


The State Justice Department 
contends Cook should not 
receive such a mild rebuke, since 
he clearly violated the ethics 
code for membership in the 
Nebraska Bar Association. 


Cook now lives in Washington 
D.C., and works as an invest­ 
ment counselor. He has asked 
the District of Columbia Bar 
Association to admit him under 
a reciprocity agreement with the 
Nebraska Bar, since he would 
like to return to the practice of 
law. 


We lfa re Re vie w Ne ts $1 Millio n 
By The Associated Press 
A 19-month program of 
reviewing county welfare case 
records resulted in a savings of 
nearly $1 million in state and 
federal funds, the Nebraska 
Department of Welfare reported 
Friday. 
The 
state’s seven-member 
State Quality Surveillance team 
reviewed 9,418 cases in 85 coun­ 
ties between May of 1973 and 
December of 1974, according to 
Margery Wallace, chief of the 
Division of Income Mainte­ 
nance. 


Of the cases reviewed, 471 
were closed, resulting in an es­ 
timated savings or cost avoid­ 
ance of $975,720. Of that, the 
savings in state dollars was es­ 
timated at $411,168. 


When remaining cases are re­ 
viewed an annual savings of up 
to $1.2 million could be realized, 
Mrs. Wallace said. 


In addition to the dollar sav­ 
ings, the surveillance team work 
helps to correct errors in 
assistance programs and avoid 


them in the future, Mrs. Wal­ 
lace said. 
“Quality surveillance” is a 
case-by-case review of county 
welfare records to determine 
whether those receiving welfare 
assistance of some kind actually 
qualify for it, and to determine if 
they are receiving the proper 
amounts. 


The Welfare Department im­ 
plemented the surveillance sys­ 
tem in May of 1973 to improve 
county welfare administration 
and reduce case errors. 


Ca nc e r-Ca us ing 
Age nts In Wa te r 


Washington (UPI) — The En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
said Friday it found suspected 
cancer-causing agents in the 
drinking water of 79 American 
cities, and it suspects the same 
chemicals are present all over 
the country 
In most cases, the agency said, 
the amount of chemicals present 
seemed related to how heavily 
the water had to be chlorinated 
to remove concentrations of 
organic matter in the water. 
But it said chlorination, for 
now, is still the most valuable 
water treatment tool to prevent 
disease. 
The EPA survey also dis­ 
covered, for the first time, the 
presence of vinyl chloride in 
drinking water. 
This gas, too, has been linked 
to cancer deaths among factory 
workers and perhaps even 
among persons residing near 
plastics factories. The gas was 
found dissolved in the water of 
Miami and Philadelphia. 
Miami showed about the worst 
rating. Strasburg, Pa., had the 
best. 
EPA Administrator Russell E. 
Train said there was no cause for 
panic, but citizens should begin 
to pressure their local officials to 
get something done about the 
water situation. 
“I certainly would have no 
hesitancy in drinking the water,” 
Train said. 
“Mind you, there are terribly 
low levels (of the suspected 
cancer agents)... but that’s not 
to minimize the problem. We’ve 
got a national probelm here.” 


The one suspected carcinogen 
found in all 79 cities was 
chloroform. In its gaseous form, 
it is suspected of causing cancer, 
though less is known of its im­ 
pact when dissolved in water 
and ingested. 
The other suspected car­ 
cinogen found in several cities — 
Waterbury, Conn.; Passaic 
Valley, N .J., suburban 
Wilmington, Del.; Huntington, 
W. Va.; Cincinnati, Ohio; 
Oklahoma City, Okla.; Topeka, 
Kan.; Cape Girardeau, Mo.; 
Dayton, Ohio, and Indianapolis 
— was carbon tetrachloride. 
Chloroform and three other 
compounds found variously in 
the 
cities 
tested 
— 
bromodichloromethane, dibro- 
mochloromethane 
and 
bromoform — are created 
during the chlorination process. 
Cities with heavy concen­ 
trations or organic matter, 
ranging from dirt to algae and 
other matter, showed the worst 
concentrations of the chemicals 
tested for because they required 
heavier chlorination EPA said. 
Surface water supplies 
generally contain more organic 
matter than underground 
supplies. 
EPA officials said they were 
looking at other methods besides 
chlorination to purify water, in­ 
cluding ultra violet light and 
ozonation — bubbling through 
oxygen. 
Train said the basic conclusion 
of the survey is that organic 
chemicals exist in all of the 
nation's 240.000 drinking water 
supplies.

Wallace Peterson, head of the 
economics department at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
says the country is in a depres­ 
sion. 
Peterson said an announce­ 
ment by the government of a 
decline in the gross national 
product is just another indica­ 
tion of that depression. 
A recovery will come, Peter­ 
son says, but not as soon as some 
are predicting. He looks for an 
economic recovery, but only 
after two more years of “a very 
serious downturn” in the 
economy. 
Peterson says there is too 
much wishful thinking evident 
today and not enough action to 
deal with the problems of the 
economy. 


Lincoln city officials Friday 
gave a collective shrug and a 
firm “I don’t know” when asked 
whther a federal study indicated 
Lincoln’s water supply poses a 
health hazard. 
Federal 
Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) of­ 
ficials apparently failed to notify 
municipal officials of the results 
of a survey which sampled 80 
municipal water supplies before 
releasing the information to the 
press. 
The survey showed Lincoln’s 
drinking water contains four 
micrograms of chloroform per 
liter, one of the lowest readings 
in the nation. 
Lee Blocker, Lincoln public 
utilities director, commented on 
the lack of notification, saying, 
“It’s a hell of a way to run a 
railroad. 
"The news media seems to 
know more about the tests than I 
do,” Blocker said. “I have no 


comments until EPA lets us 
know what it all means.” 
Blocker said he last heard 
from EPA on March 3 when a 
team came to sample Lincoln’s 
water. He said Lincoln was 
chosen because EPA did not 
expect to find any serious 
chloroform problems in Lin­ 
coln’s water. 
“Lincoln was chosen as a con­ 
trol city,” he said. 
Chloroform, an anesthetic, is 
formed by the addition of 
chlorine to drinking water 
supplies. EPA said chlorination 
is still the best known means of 
killing water-borne bacteria. 
The levels are minute even in 
some of the communities with 
comparatively high readings and 
should be a cause of concern but 
not alarm, EPA said. 
The high reading was Huron, 
S.D., with 209 micrograms; the 
low was Tucson, Ariz., with .2 
micrograms.

The apparent idea in the merit 


fund cut was to win over enough 
senators to withstand Exon's 
veto, which he promised on no 
uncertain terms Friday. 


Proponents of the measure 


made other changes in hopes of 
gathering that support. Initially, 
it would have allowed an 
employe to recieve a bonus hike 
of up to 10% if recommended for 
such a raise by his supervisor 


That was cut to 5% by a Marsh 
amendment which also trimmed 
the $1 million in funds available 
for merit. 


The bill contains a 5% hike 


and $468 for every state 
employe. It is that formula, 
without any extras for merit, 
that the governor has favored. 


The Marsh amendment also 


tied LB588's merit provisions to 
a survey that would be con- 
ducted by the state personnel of- 
fice. The survey is to recom- 
mend "policies and procedures 
for the future incorporation of 
merit increase provisions into 
the classification and pay plan." 


The bill now carries the 


emergency clause, meaning it 
requires 33 votes for passage and 
would become law upon the 
signature of the governor. The 
emergency clause is needed if 
the bill is to become law when 
the 1975-76 fiscal year begins in 
July 


Nebraska's income tax

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To Veto State Pay Plan

If a state employes’ pay raise 
plan is approved by the 
Legislature with its current $13 
million price tag, it will definite­ 
ly be vetoed by Gov. J.J. Exon. 
In an interview Friday, Exon 
said he would veto LB588 if 
passed by the Legislature as 
currently written. The bill has 
provisions for merit pay that 
place its costs about $1 million 
above that which Exon has 
recommended. 
"Yes, I will be vetoing this 
along with a host of other 
ridiculous spending measures 
. . . ” Exon said. 
The Legislature is scheduled 
to consider LB588 for a final vote 
Monday — for the second time. 
Lawmakers passed the bill 
with a $14 million price tag, in­ 
cluding $2 million for merit. 
When passed March 25, it was 
clear the bill would not likely 
survive an Exon veto. It could 


muster 28 votes for passage, 
and 30 would be needed to 
rebuff the governor's promised 
veto. 
Exon had said he would veto 
the bill if it were “$1 or $1 
million” above the $12 million 
package he wanted. 
On a motion by Sen. Shirley 
Marsh of Lincoln, the bill was 
quickly called back to the second 
floor stage and senators reduced 
the amount of money available 
for merit hikes to about $1 
million. 
The apparent idea in the merit 
fund cut was to win over enough 
senators to withstand Exon’s 
veto, which he promised on no 
uncertain terms Friday. 
Proponents of the measure 
made other changes in hopes of 
gathering that support. Initially, 
it would have allowed an 
employe to recieve a bonus hike 
of up to 10% if recommended for 
such a raise by his supervisor 


That was cut to 5% by a Marsh 
amendment which also trimmed 
the $1 million in funds available 
for merit. 
The bill contains a 5% hike 
and $468 for every state 
employe. It is that formula, 
without any extras for merit, 
that the governor has favored. 
The Marsh amendment also 
tied LB588's merit provisions 
a survey that would be con­ 
ducted by the state personnel of­ 
fice. The survey is to recom­ 
mend “policies and procedures 
for the future incorporation of 
merit increase provisions into 
the classification and pay plan.” 
The bill now carries the 
emergency clause, meaning it 
requires 33 votes for passage and 
would become law upon the 
signature of the governor. The 
emergency clause is needed if 
the bill is to become law when 
the 1975-76 fiscal year begins in 
July 


Nebraska’s income tax 
withholding rate should be in­ 
creased from 10% to 11% to 
avoid any cash flow problems for 
the state, State Tax Com­ 
missioner William E. Peters said 
Friday. 
The change, he said, is 
necessitated by the federal in­ 
come tax cut which will reduce 
federal withholding rates. 
In terms of actual dollars 
withheld by the state, Peters 
said there would be little change 
since the higher withholding rate 
will be applied against a smaller 
tax base. 
A public hearing on the 
proposal will be held April 30. 
Peters also announced the 
State Board of Equalization and 
Assessment will meet May 5 to 
hear appeals of sales tax 
deficiencies.

More than 90% of Nebraska’s 
population growth since 1970 has 
been in the metropolitan areas, 
according to figures from the 
University of Nebraska Bureau 
of Business Research. 
The Omaha area, Douglas and 
Sarpy Counties, gained 35,926 
persons from 1970 to 1974, or 
about 61% of the total state gain. 
Growth in the Lincoln area. Lan­ 
caster County, represented 27% 
of the state’s total population in­ 
crease.

non­ 
metropolitan counties accounted 
for only 9.4% of the four-year 
population gain. 
The U.S. Bureau of Census es­ 
timated that 1,542,507 people 
lived in Nebraska as of July, 
1974, up 3.8% from the 1970 cen­ 
sus total of 1,485,333. 
Estimates for the 26 Planning 
and Development Regions show 
many areas of the state 
experienced relatively small 
changes in total population since 
1970. More than half of the 


regions increased or decreased 
in population by less than 3% 
from 1970 to 1974. 
Region 18, which includes 
North Platte, showed the largest 
percentage increase — 13.2%. 
Lincoln County in that region is 
the fastest growing county in the 
state with a 13.9% increase since 
1970. The bureau report at­ 
tributed the growth to expansion 
of the transportation industry 
and ongoing construction 
projects. 
Dakota County showed a pop- 


ulation increase of 12.7% since 
1970. 
The report said declining 
enrollments at Wayne and Peru 
State Colleges contributed to a 
12.6% population decline in 
Wayne County and a 9.5% drop 
in population in Nemaha Coun­ 
ty.

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Usury Rate Hike Advances

The bill increasing the state's usury 


rate maximum from 9% to 12% came one 
step closer to enactment this week and thus 
many of Nebraska's people were pushed 
one step closer to being deeper in debt. 


LB349, advertised by its supporters as 


a measure aimed at stimulating the 
housing industry, providing a more 
hospitable environment for resident invest- 
ment capital and creating jobs for 
Nebraska workers, handily escaped a kill 
motion and was advanced to second stage 
floor consideration Thursday on a 28-17 
vote. 


Rather than viewing it as a panacea for 


a depressed housing industry or a fluc- 
tuating unemployment condition, we are 
struck by the less beneficial results of 
raising the ceiling on interest rates. 


To us, it makes more sense overall for 


some people to have to wait another year 
to buy a home because of a shortage of 
mortgage money than to increase the usury 
rate and then see many people ruined 
because of the increased cost of money. 


Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly, who 


moved to kill LB349, said enactment of the 
bill would "dig a bigger hole of debt for the 
people." Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
said it will swell "the ranks of the poor." 
We're in agreement with their similar sen- 
timents. 


Gov. J. J. Exon, with an eye cocked 


toward the recent downward trend of 
prime interest rates, says he would rather 
see consideration of an increase in the 9% 
usury ceiling delayed until the 1976 
Legislature. 


That would be a reasonable com- 


promise. 


Opposition To Site Stiffens 


Apparently County Commissioner Bob 


Colin has marshalled a number of public 
officials in opposition to the location of a 
driver's licensing and testing station at 47th 
and Baldwin. The other two members of 
the county board — Commissioners Jan 
Gauger and Bruce Hamilton — this week 
had voted to proceed with negotiations to 
secure that site. 


But Colin has gained support for his 


stand against the location. City Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsinger, for example, says 
that while he recommended in favor of 
47th and Baldwin over 45th and 0 (one site 
which Colin had suggested), he really 
didn't favor the former. It's akin to a 
choice between rape and murder, 
Holsinger said. There was really no accep- 
table third alternative offered. Other of- 
ficials, including some in city and county 
law enforcement, are said to oppose the 
47th and Baldwin site because of traffic 
and parking problems. Residents of that 
neighborhood and University Place 


business interests are also on record in op- 
position. 


But the point is, it is easier to say no 


than to find a suitable alternative. How 
many sites have already been looked at? 
Twenty, thirty, forty, maybe more. 


Location of the state driver's licensing 


office is the key to a space shuffle in the 
County-City Building which will result in 
room for a fourth municipal courtroom. 


We're in favor of reasoned, step-by- 


step, space planning by the local 
governments. Hopefully, when government 
agencies must lease privately-owned 
buildings, the resulting arrangement will 
not be too costly to the taxpaying public 
and will not adversely affect surrounding 
property-owners. 


But government shouldn't dawdle 


about when time is of the essence. The 
county should be able to find an acceptable 
location for the driver's license office 
somewhere in the city without much 
further ado.

There are two points relating to the situa- 


tion in Vietnam on which many Americans have 
inadequate information: (1) the breaking of the 
Pans Peace Accords of 1973; and (2) the flight 
of the Vietnamese people from the northern 
parts of South Vietnam. We would like to give 
some background information on these two sub- 
jects. 


(1) United States journalists in Vietnam im- 


mediately after the cease-fire deadline reported 
many incidents of shooting violations on the 
part of Saigon. 


Jan. 29,1973, Don Webster reported on CBS 


Evening News: 


"This is a combat assault... well over 24 


hours past the cease-fire cut-off. South Viet- 
namese regulars ... are attacking a hamlet 
called Hoa Long, only 49 miles outside Saigon." 


Two days later in the Baltimore Sun: 
"On Sunday and Monday, many newsmen, 


including this correspondent, saw fights in 
which it appeared the Saigon government was 
violating the truce ... or preparing to do so by 
advancing on hamlets clearly held by the com- 
munists at the time of the cease-fire." 


These were not isolated incidents. 
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But the Paris agreements dealt with much 


more than a cease-fire. Saigon and the PRG 
were to achieve a political settlement between 
themselves, civil liberties were to be restored, 
political prisoners were to be released, a 
national council composed of members of the 
Saigon government, the PRG and neutralist fac- 
tions was to be formed and elections were to 
take place. 


However, according to the Washington 


Post, March 1, 1974: 


"If anything, the South Vietnamese govern- 


ment has become more restrictive since the 
agreement took effect, rather than less." 


The situation was summed up by Time 


Magazine in its 1973 year-end issue: 


"The essential problem is that the Saigon 


government does not recognize what the agree- 
ment accepted in principle: that two distinct 
political entities exist in South Vietnam. As a 
result, the delineation of territory — into 
Saigon-controlled and Viet Cong-controlled 
areas — has never taken place. Nor h a s . . . 
President Thieu agreed to a political process 
that could lead to the establishment of a 
National Council of National Reconciliation and 
Concord, as called for by the agreement, and 
pave the way for national elections in which the 
Viet Cong could participate."

Also, according to Article 4 of the 


agreements, the U.S. was not to continue its 
military involvement or intervene in the inter- 
nal affairs of South Vietnam. But, according to 
Time, 9-17-73, "U.S. aid to Thieu's police con- 
tinues to flow richly through a series of semi- 
camouflaged channels" at a rate of $15 million 
per year. 


Article 5 states the U.S. was to withdraw all 


military and police advisors from South Viet- 
nam, but according to the New York Times, 12- 
7-73, we sent 8,000 "civilian" advisors to work 
for Thieu's military and police apparatus for 
three to five more years. 
, 
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Article 9 states that the U.S. "will not im- 


pose any political tendency or personality on the 
South Vietnamese people" but, according to the 
New York Times of 8-19-73: 


"American economists in Saigon have no 


doubt that if the U.S. withdrew or if it further 
curtailed its aid, (Thieu's) already faltering 
economy would simply collapse." 


Article 21 states that the U.S. was to "con- 


tribute to postwar reconstruction of North Viet- 
nam." This was never even requested of 
Congress by our President, whose secretary of 
state had signed the agreements. 


As for violations against the agreement by 


the North Vietnamese and the PRG, there have 
been, of course, instances of violations by both 
of these. Such actions as introducing more 
troops into the South and PRG attacks on South 
Vietnamese units have been highly publicized in 
the American press. Most of these occurrences 
tQok place months after the agreements went 
into effect, which gives believability to the 
claims of the communists that they acted in self- 
defense, inasmuch as the South Vietnamese 
government is known to have broken the cease- 
fire almost immediately after signing the 
documents. 


This is the point we wish to make: that the 


South Vietnamese, with American backing, 
played the major role in bringing about the 
demise of the Paris Agreements. 
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(2) Part of the reason for the flight of the 


Vietnamese from the north has a historical 
background. In 1954, following the exit of the 
French, a large section of Vietnamese were 
placed on land expropriated from a hill people 
called the Montagnards. Asian scholar George 
Kahin estimates the number of Vietnamese 
relocated on the Montagnards' land at 211,000. 
Saigon soldiers rounded up Montagnards and 
put them into "concentrated villages", causing 
understandable resentment on the part of the 
Montagnards. 


According to French journalist Paul Lean- 


dri (who was later killed by the Saigon police for 
refusing to give his sources of information), it 
was not North Vietnamese who attacked Saigon 
forces at Ban Me Thuot in March of this year, 
but Montagnards and local South Vietnamese 
Liberation Front members. After the complete 
defeat of the South Vietnamese army unit at 
Ban Me Thuot and the accidental bombing of its 
headquarters by the Saigon air force, soldiers 
and civilians panicked and fled. 


As for refugees from other areas, New York 


Times reporters who have interviewed hun-. 
dreds of refugees from different parts of the 
country conclude that they are "fleeing in panic 
rather than for political reasons". Further, 
"Not one said it was because he or she feared or 
hated communism". (All are not fleeing; an es- 
timated 1/3 of the population of Hue is still 
there, according to correspondents). 


One example of the reasons people nave 


given for fleeing is, "It's better to go to the 
Saigon side, because the communists have no 
airplanes." (New York Times, March 26,1975) 
This particular reason is understandable when it 
is remembered that the South Vietnamese are 
noted for bombing villages and cities held by the 
communists, and they have been particularly ac- 
tive recently, with 12,000 sorties flown the third 
week of March of this year, (New York Times, 
March 22,1975). 


WASHINGTON - The 


American Revolution began 200 
years ago on April 19, 1775 at 
Lexington and Concord and for 
the next 15 months, we can 
expect to be smothered in 
birthday memorabilia and self- 
serving rhetoric. 


A few words of caution are in 


order. Opposition to the com- 
mercialism of the "Buycenten- 
nial" is already being voiced by 
one iconoclastic group, the so- 
called Peoples Bicentennial 
Commission (PBC). But unfor- 
tunately, their efforts to turn 
1976 into a second revolution 
against "corporate Toryism" in- 
volve at least as much historical 
simple-mindedness as the ap- 
proach of businessmen who deal 
in Freedom Trains and national 
birthday cakes. 
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To catalogue the naivete of the 


PBC, I have taken excerpts from 
their newspaper "Common 
Sense" and matched New Left 
myth-making with the more dis- 
passionate chronicling in 
"Rebels and Redcoats" by 
George Scheer and Hugh 
Rankin, and in "A Short History 
of the American Revolution" by 
John Hyde Preston. 


PBC theme: "Common 


Sense" hails the Minute Men, 
noting that every child has heard 
of "The Shots Heard Round the 
World" fired at Lexington and

Concord. The PBC has 
scheduled an April 19 Boston ral- 
ly to recapture and mobilize that 
patriotic spirit against Corporate 
Toryism. 


History book: For years,

to prove that British soldiers 
fired on the assembled colonists, 
but 'twas not so. Yale historian 


Ezra Stiles admitted that an 
American fired fiist, and unfor- 
tunately, the cause was less 
patriotism 
than 
John 


Barleycorn. Noting that the 
Massachusetts militia had spent 
all night drinking in Buckman 
Tavern and were tending to 
stumble, Preston says, "Some 
people will not like to think that 


our first martial demand for in- 
dependence had its soul in a 
body of brandy. The difficulty is 
that things point to that as being 
the case." 
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PBC 
theme: 
"The 


Massachusetts PBC also com- 
memorated the 201st anniver- 
sary of the Boston Tea Party in 
late December. Dumping 
simulated sugar in Boston Har- 
bor, PBC patriots protested the 
profiteering by major sugar com- 
panies ..." 


History book: In the early 


1770s, most colonialists got their 
'tea smuggled in from Holland. 
Many prominent "patriots" 
made their money this way. To 
regain the American colonial 
market, Britain's East India 
Company decided to undersell 
the smugglers by providing tea 
at a lower price. When John 
Hancock, patriot and smuggler, 
heard the news, according to 
Preston, "He told the people 
that the blood of their 
forefathers demanded resistance 
to this latest outrage. But he 
neglected to tell the people that 
he and his friends had huge 
warehouses full of smuggled tea, 
and that the value of this tea 
would be cut in half the minute 
the East India Company landed 
its shipments. He thought he 
might better keep that quiet." 
Apparently, 
"business 


profiteering" was not the target 
but the hidden motive of the Tea 
Party! 
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PBC theme: "A man like Sam 


Adams was a revolutionary," 
says PBC National Director Ted 
Howard. "If he were alive todav, 
Adams would most certainly not 
be a corporation president." 


History book: Probably not. If 


Samuel Adams were alive today, 
he'd more likely be in jail for 
graft. According to Scheer and 
Rankin in "Rebels and Red- 
coats," after elevating himself to 
Boston town tax collector, 
Adams "was discovered at the 
end of ten years to be in arrears 
nearly seven thousand pounds. 
Fortunately, just as he faced jail 
for defalcation, passage of the 
Stamp Act diverted attention 
from his shortages, and he swept 
into power as a radical member 
of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives." 


Like the rest of the New Left, 


die Peoples Bicentennial Com- 
mission lacks an essential 
leavening of historical realism 
and comprehension of human 
fallibility. Today, as 200 years 
ago, there is a thin line between 
"patriots" and "poltroons" —

Saigon Offers To Negotiate 


WASHINGTON — In a private conver- 


sation with Sen. John Sparkman of 
Alabama, the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the 
foreign minister of South Vietnam, 
Yuong V3n Bac, stated recently that 
Saigon was prepared to negotiate a 
political and military settlement of the 
war with the North Vietnamese in Pans. 


It is hard to imagine that the North 


Vietnamese, with troops almost within 
artillery range of Saigon, would agree to 
negotiate with President Thieu, whose 
departure would probably do more than 
anything else to avoid a bloody struggle 
for the South Vietnamese capital, but this 
statement at least opens up the bare 
possibility of a political settlement. 


Washington's present effort to stabilize 


the situation by military means in South 
Vietnam is no more successful than its 
previous attempts to "destabilize" the 
political situation in Chile. The White 
House and the Congress are deeply 
divided on a military policy for ending the 
war, and the more they squabble about it, 
the more they assure either a total 
military collapse or a final battle in the 
streets of Saigon. 


Accordingly, to avoid more human suf- 


fering and even to insure the safety of the 
Americans and their principal Saigon 
aides, the best chance may be to try to get 
the two sides back to Paris to arrange a 
cease-fire. 
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If South Vietnam is prepared to discuss 


a political settlement in its present 
military extremity, North Vietnam has 


little to lose by waiting and negotiating. 
Twice before, the North felt it lost its 
military advantage by negotiating, but it 
now controls most of the peninsula, was 
never in a stronger position to pause and 
negotiate, and presumably would talk 
with the armies in place. 


Washington, despite all its brave talk, is 


also looking for a way out of its present 
dilemma, and is getting into deep trouble 
with Moscow over the prospect of a 
Soviet-supplied military conquest of 
Saigon. Even the Soviet government, 
after listening to Secretary of State 
Kissinger's latest remarks on the present 
trend of his "detente" policy, may finally 
be willing to recommend restraint. 


In a most unfortunate confusion of t 


language and history, President Ford said' 
here the other day: "I don't think we 
blame the Soviet Union and the People's 
Republic of China. In this case, if we had 
done with our ally what we promised, I 
think this whole tragedy could have been 
eliminated." 


In other words, if the United States had 


cheated on the spirit of the Paris "peace 
agreement" as much as the Soviet Union 
did, all would be well. But a day later, 
Kissinger felt obliged to correct this 
blunder and send a message to Moscow. 


"Let no nation ever believe again," he 


told the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors here, "that it can tear up with im- 
punity a solemn agreement signed with 
the United States. 


"We must continue our policy of 


seeking to ease tensions, but we shall in- 
sisrthat the easing of tensions cannot oc-

cur selectively. We shall not forget who 
supplied the arms which North Vietnam 
used to make a mockery of its signature 
on the Paris accords." 


This warning has been coming on for 


quite a while. In October of 1968, after 
the Soviet Union's invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, the U.S.S.R. made clear 
that, in its view, the policy of detente 
assumed that the present balance of 
power depended on maintaining the 
military and political status quo. 


At that time Pravda pronounced what 


came to be known as the Brezhnev Doc- 
trine, namely that the world socialist 
community had the right to intervene, by 
military means if necessary, whenever 
and wherever socialism was under attack, 


and that "anti-socialists" had no right to 
try to alter the political status-quo. 
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Washington has been increasingly dis- 


turbed, however, by Moscow's efforts to 
help the socialists and communists to 
take power in Portugal, a member of the 
NATO alliance, for this amounts not only 
to a change in the status quo but to a 
claim that it can intervene in the politics 
of the West while it will not tolerate any 
Western interference in the east of 
Europe. 


Accordingly, Kissinger is now, reluc- 


tantly, reviving his own doctrine of 
"linkage" — namely, that Moscow cannot 
expect to take advantage of the "spintpf 
detente" in one field or one area and defy 
it in other fields and other areas. 


"Nor can we overlook the melancholy 


fact," he told the editors here, "that not 
one of the signatories of the Paris accords 
(on Vietnam) has responded to our 
repeated requests that they at least point 
out North Vietnam's flagrant violations of 
these agreements. Such silence can only 
undermine any meaningful standards of 
international responsibility." 


This, however, is only a lecture. What is 


needed now, and quickly, is a direct and 
specific demarche by Washington in 
Moscow for a faithful execution of the 
Paris accords and the U.S.-Soviet "state- 
ment of principles." At best, it might 
merely delay the surrender of Saigon and 
the departure of General Thieu, but at 
least it would avoid one last ghastly 
slaughter in the streets of Saigon.

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Farm Bill Pending 


Lincoln, Neb. 


The farmers have been called upon to plant fence-row to 


fence-row to produce food for our country so that no one will go 
hungry. I will go along with this, but the fanner should have 
some assurance that we will have a fair price for our effort. 


However, the farmers are aware of what will happen if we 


have a fair crop and we have a surplus of grain. The bottom will 
drop out of our prices. So the farmers are having meetings over 
the country and agreeing to leave 10% to 20% of their land lying 
idle in summer fallow. I hope every farmer will cooperate but 
I've never seen a voluntary farm program work yet. The farmers 
who participated in past farm programs helped hold the price 
up for the ones who did not go into the program and the ones 
who stayed out of the programs caused the surplus. 


Congress is sending a farm bill (H.R. 4296) to President 


Ford to sign. This bill sets the loan price at $1.87 a bushel for 
corn, which is only 64% of parity. 


Butz and Ford have threatened to veto this bill. As this ad- 


ministration is definitely working against the farmer, they have 
been regulating the exporting of our grains which resulted in 
lower feed grain prices. Our government has continued to im- 
port large quantities of foreign beef despite our low prices and 
surplus of cattle. 


President Ford vetoed a milk bill a couple months ago that 


would have given the dairyman 85% of parity. This is still less 
than the price one year ago. 


Most of the farm organizations are for the farm bill. They 


include the National Grange, National Farmers Union, National 
Fanners Organization, the wheat growers, the corn growers, the 
dairy coops and others. They say if the Ford administration 
wants the farmers to go all-out in production, they should be 
assured of a fair price to compensate for the 50% to 300% rise in 
expenses such as fertilizer, herbicides, seed, repairs, machinery, 
etc. 


Only one farm organization I know of has-come out against 


this farm bill and that is the Farm Bureau, as they have asked 
Ford to veto this farm bill. I would like to know — are they for 
the farmer or for the middleman and consumer?

Usu ry Ra te Hike Ad va n ce s 


The bill increasing the state's u su ry 
rate max imu m from 9 % to 12% came one 
step closer to enactment this week and thu s 
many of Nebrask a’s people were pu shed 
one step closer to being deeper in debt. 
LB349 , adv ertised by its su pporters as 
a measu re aimed at stimu lating the 
hou sing indu stry , prov iding a m ore 
hospitable env ironment for resident inv est­ 
m ent capital and creating jobs for 
Nebrask a work ers, handily escaped a k ill 
motion and was adv anced to second stage 
floor consideration Thu rsday on a 28 -17 
v ote. 
Rather than v iewing it as a panacea for 
a depressed hou sing indu stry ’ or a flu c­ 
tu ating u nemploy ment condition, we are 
stru ck by the less beneficial resu lts of 
raising the ceiling on interest rates. 
To u s, it mak es more sense ov erall for 


some people to hav e to wait another y ear 
to bu y a home becau se of a shortage of 
mortgage money than to increase the u su ry 
rate and then see many people ru ined 
becau se of the increased cost of money . 
Sen. Jerome Warner of Wav erly , who 
mov ed to k ill LB349 , said enactment of the 
bill wou ld ‘‘dig a bigger hole of debt for the 
people.” Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
said it will swell “the rank s of the poor.” 
We’re in agreement with their similar sen­ 
timents. 
Gov . J. J. Ex on, with an ey e cock ed 
toward the recent downward trend of 
prime interest rates, say s he wou ld rather 
see consideration of an increase in the 9 % 
u su ry ceiling delay ed u ntil the 1976 
Legislatu re. 
That wou ld be a reasonable com- 
promise. 


Op p o sitio n To Site Stiffe n s 


Apparently Cou nty Commissioner Bob 
Colin has marshalled a nu mber of pu blic 
officials in opposition to the location of a 
driv er's licensing and testing station at 47th 
and Baldwin. The other two members of 
the cou nty board — Commissioners Jan 
Gau ger and Bru ce Hamilton — this week 
had v oted to proceed with negotiations to 
secu re that site. 
Bu t Colin has gained su pport for his 
stand against the location. City Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsinger, for ex ample, say s 
that while he recommended in fav or of 
47th and Baldwin ov er 45th and 0 (one site 
which Colin had su ggested), he really 
didn’t fav or the former. It’s ak in to a 
choice betw een rape and m u rder, 
Holsinger said. There was really no accep­ 
table third alternativ e offered. Other of­ 
ficials, inclu ding some in city and cou nty 
law enforcement, are said to oppose the 
47th and Baldwin site becau se of traffic 
and park ing problems. Residents of that 
neighborhood and Univ ersity Place 


bu siness interests are also on record in op­ 
position. 
Bu t the point is, it is easier to say no 
than to find a su itable alternativ e. How 
many sites hav e already been look ed at? 
Twenty , thirty , forty , may be more. 
Location of the state driv er’s licensing 
office is the k ey to a space shu ffle in the 
Cou nty -City Bu ilding which will resu lt in 
room for a fou rth mu nicipal cou rtroom. 
We’re in fav or of reasoned, step-by - 
step, space planning by the local 
gov ernments. Hopefu lly , when gov ernment 
agencies 
mu st lease priv ately -owned 
bu ildings, the resu lting arrangement will 
not be too costly to the tax pay ing pu blic 
and will not adv ersely affect su rrou nding 
property -owners. 
Bu t gov ernment shou ldn’t dawdle 
abou t when time is of the essence. The 
cou nty shou ld be able to find an acceptable 
location for the driv er’s license office 
somewhere in the city withou t mu ch 
fu rther ado.

Newman Grov e, Neb. 
There are two points relating to the situ a­ 
tion in Vietnam on which many Americans hav e 
inadequ ate information: (1) the break ing of the 
Paris Peace Accords of 1973; and (2) the flight 
of the Vietnamese people from the northern 
parts of Sou th Vietnam. We wou ld lik e to giv e 
some back grou nd information on these two su b­ 
jects. 
(1) United States jou rnalists in Vietnam im­ 
mediately after the cease-fire deadline reported 
many incidents of shooting v iolations on the 
part of Saigon. 
Jan. 29,19 73, Don Webster reported on CBS 
Ev ening News: 


Article 9 states that the U.S. ‘‘will not im­ 
pose any political tendency or personality on the 
Sou th Vietnamese people” bu t, according to the 
New York Times of 8 -19-73: 


‘‘American economists in Saigon hav e no 
dou bt that if the U.S. withdrew or if it fu rther 
cu rtailed its aid, (Thieu ’s) already faltering 
economy wou ld simply collapse.” 


“This is a combat assau lt. . . well ov er 24 
hou rs past the cease-fire cu t-off. Sou th Viet­ 
namese regu lars . . . are attack ing a hamlet 
called Hoa Long, only 49 miles ou tside Saigon.” 


Two day s later in the Baltimore Su n: 
“On Su nday and Monday , many newsmen, 
inclu ding this correspondent, saw fights in 
which it appeared the Saigon gov ernment was 
v iolating the tru ce . . . or preparing to do so by 
adv ancing on hamlets clearly held by the com­ 
mu nists at the time of the cease-fire.” 
These were not isolated incidents. 
☆

Bu t the Paris agreements dealt with mu ch 
more than a cease-fire. Saigon and the PRG 
were to achiev e a political settlement between 
themselv es, civ il liberties were to be restored, 
political prisoners were to be released, a 
national cou ncil composed of members of the 
Saigon gov ernment, the PRG and neu tralist fac­ 
tions was to be formed and elections were to 
tak e place. 
Howev er, according to the Washington 
Post, March 1, 1974: 


“If any thing, the Sou th Vietnamese gov ern­ 
ment has become more restrictiv e since the 
agreement took effect, rather than less.” 


The situ ation was su mmed u p by Time 
Magazine in its 1973 y ear-end issu e: 
“The essential problem is that the Saigon 
gov ernment does not recognize what the agree­ 
ment accepted in principle: that two distinct 
political entities ex ist in Sou th Vietnam. As a 
resu lt, the delineation of territory — into 
Saigon-controlled and Viet Cong-controlled 
areas — has nev er tak en place. Nor has . . . 
President Thieu agreed to a political process 
that cou ld lead to the establishment of a 
National Cou ncil of National Reconciliation and 
Concord, as called for by the agreement, and 
pav e the way for national elections in which the 
Viet Cong cou ld participate.” 
☆

Article 21 states that the U.S. was to “con­ 
tribu te to postwar reconstru ction of North Viet­ 
nam.” This was nev er ev en requ ested of 
Congress by ou r President, whose secretary of 
state had signed the agreements. 
As for v iolations against the agreement by 
the North Vietnamese and the PRG, there hav e 
been, of cou rse, instances of v iolations by both 
of these. Su ch actions as introdu cing more 
troops into the Sou th and PRG attack s on Sou th 
Vietnamese u nits hav e been highly pu blicized in 
the American press. Most of these occu rrences 
tqok place months after the agreements went 
into effect, which giv es believ ability to the 
claims of the commu nists that they acted in self- 
defense, inasmu ch as the Sou th Vietnamese 
gov ernment is k nown to hav e brok en the cease­ 
fire almost immediately after signing the 
docu ments. 
This is the point we wish to mak e: that the 
Sou th Vietnamese, with American back ing, 
play ed the major role in bringing abou t the 
demise of the Paris Agreements.

(2) Part of the reason for the flight of the 
Vietnamese from the north has a historical 
back grou nd. In 1954, following the ex it of the 
French, a large section of Vietnamese were 
placed on land ex propriated from a hill people 
called the Montagnards. Asian scholar George 
Kahin estimates the nu mber of Vietnamese 
relocated on the Montagnards’ land at 211,000. 
Saigon soldiers rou nded u p Montagnards and 
pu t them into “concentrated v illages”, cau sing 
u nderstandable resentment on the part of the 
Montagnards. 
According to French jou rnalist Pau l Lean- 
dri (who was later k illed by the Saigon police for 
refu sing to giv e his sou rces of information), it 
was not North Vietnamese who attack ed Saigon 
forces at Ban Me Thu ot in March of this y ear, 
bu t Montagnards and local Sou th Vietnamese 
Liberation Front members. After the complete 
defeat of the Sou th Vietnamese army u nit at 
Ban Me Thu ot and the accidental bombing of its 
headqu arters by the Saigon air force, soldiers 
and civ ilians panick ed and fled. 


Also, according to Article 4 of the 
agreements, the U.S. was not to continu e its 
military inv olv ement or interv ene in the inter­ 
nal affairs of Sou th Vietnam. Bu t, according to 
Time, 9-17-73, “U.S. aid to Thieu ’s police con­ 
tinu es to flow richly throu gh a series of semi- 
camou flaged channels” at a rate of $15 million 
>er y ear. 
Article 5 states the U.S. was to withdraw all 
rlilitn ry and police adv isors from Sou th Viet- 
am, bu t according to the New York Times, 12- 
73, we sent 8 ,000 “civ ilian” adv isors to work 
»r Thieu ’s military and police apparatu s for 
ree to fiv e more y ears. 
* 


As for refu gees from other areas, New York 
Times reporters who hav e interv iewed hu n-. 
dreds of refu gees from different parts of the 
cou ntry conclu de that they are “fleeing in panic 
rather than for political reasons”. Fu rther, 
“Not one said it was becau se he or she feared or 
hated commu nism”. (All are not fleeing; an es­ 
timated 1/3 of the popu lation of Hu e is still 
there, according to correspondents). 


One ex ample of the reasons people hav e 
giv en for fleeing is, “It’s better to go to the 
Saigon side, becau se the commu nists hav e no 
airplanes.” (New York Times, March 26, 1975) 
This particu lar reason is u nderstandable when it 
is remembered that the Sou th Vietnamese are 
noted for bombing v illages and cities held by the 
commu nists, and they hav e been particu larly ac­ 
tiv e recently , with 12,000 sorties flown the third 
week of March of this y ear, (New York Times, 
March 22, 1975).

WASHINGTON — In a priv ate conv er­ 
sation with Sen. John Spark man of 
Alabama, the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations 
Committee, the 
foreign minister of Sou th Vietnam, 
Yu ong Vân Bac, stated recently that 
Saigon was prepared to negotiate a 
political and military settlement of the 
war with the North Vietnamese in Paris. 


little to lose by waiting and negotiating. 
Twice before, the North felt it lost its 
military adv antage by negotiating, bu t it 
now controls most of the peninsu la, was 
nev er in a stronger position to pau se and 
negotiate, and presu mably wou ld talk 
with the armies in place. 


It is hard to imagine that the North 
Vietnamese, with troops almost within 
artillery range of Saigon, wou ld agree to 
negotiate with President Thieu , whose 
departu re wou ld probably do more than 
any thing else to av oid a bloody stru ggle 
for the Sou th Vietnamese capital, bu t this 
statement at least opens u p the bare 
possibility of a political settlement. 


Washington, despite all its brav e talk , is 
also look ing for a way ou t of its present 
dilemma, and is getting into deep trou ble 
with Moscow ov er the prospect of a 
Sov iet-su pplied military conqu est of 
Saigon. Ev en the Sov iet gov ernment, 
after listening to Secretary of State 
Kissinger’s latest remark s on the present 
trend of his “detente” policy , may finally 
be willing to recommend restraint. 


Washington's present effort to stabilize 
the situ ation by military means in Sou th 
Vietnam is no more su ccessfu l tiian its 
prev iou s attempts to “destabilize” the 
political situ ation in Chile. The White 
Hou se and the Congress are deeply 
div ided on a military policy for ending the 
war, and the more they squ abble abou t it, 
the more they assu re either a total 
military collapse or a final battle in the 
streets of Saigon. 


In a most u nfortu nate confu sion of 
langu age and history ’, President Ford said * 
here the other day : “I don’t think we 
blame the Sov iet Union and the People’s 
Repu blic of China. In this case, if we had 
done with ou r ally what we promised, I 
think this whole tragedy cou ld hav e been 
eliminated.” 


and that “anti-socialists” had no right to 
try to alter the political statu s-qu o.

Washington has been increasingly dis­ 
tu rbed, howev er, by Moscow’s efforts to 
help the socialists and commu nists to 
tak e power in Portu gal, a member of the 
NATO alliance, for this amou nts not only 
to a change in the statu s qu o bu t to a 
claim that it can interv ene in the politics 
of the West while it will not tolerate any 
Western interference in the east of 
Eu rope.

“link age” — namely , that Moscow cannot 
ex pect to tak e adv antage of the “spiriLpf 
detente” In one field or one area and defy 
it in other fields and other areas.

This warning has been coming on for 
qu ite a while. In October of 1968, after 
the Sov iet Union’s inv asion of 
Czechoslov ak ia, the U.S.S.R. made clear 
that, in its v iew, the policy of detente 
assu med that the present balance of 
power depended on maintaining the 
military and political statu s qu o. 
At that time Prav da pronou nced what 
came to be k nown as the Brezhnev Doc­ 
trine, namely that the world socialist 
commu nity had the right to interv ene, by 
military means if necessary , whenev er 
and wherev er socialism was u nder attack , 


“Nor can we ov erlook the melancholy 
fact,” he told the editors here, “that not 
one of the signatories of the Paris accords 
(on Vietnam) has responded to ou r 
repeated requ ests that they at least point 
ou t North Vietnam’s flagrant v iolations of 
these agreements. Su ch silence can only 
u ndermine any meaningfu l standards of 
international responsibility .” 


This, howev er, is only a lectu re. What is 
needed now, and qu ick ly , is a direct and 
specific demarche by Washington in 
Moscow for a faithfu l ex ecu tion of the 
Paris accords and the U.S.-Sov iet “state­ 
ment of principles.” At best, it might 
merely delay the su rrender of Saigon and 
the departu re of General Thieu , bu t at 
least it wou ld av oid one last ghastly 
slau ghter in the streets of Saigon.

The farmers hav e been called u pon to plant fence-row to 
fence-row to produ ce food for ou r cou ntry so that no one will go 
hu ngry . I will go along with this, bu t the farmer shou ld hav e 
some assu rance that we will hav e a fair price for ou r effort. 
Howev er, the farmers are aware of what will happen if we 
hav e a fair crop and we hav e a su rplu s of grain. The bottom will 
drop ou t of ou r prices. So the farmers are hav ing meetings ov er 
the cou ntry and agreeing to leav e 10% to 20% of their land ly ing 
idle in su mmer fallow. I hope ev ery farmer will cooperate bu t 
I’v e nev er seen a v olu ntary farm program work y et. The farmers 
who participated in past farm programs helped hold the price 
u p for the ones who did not go into the program and the ones 
who stay ed ou t of the programs cau sed the su rplu s. 
Congress is sending a farm bill (H.R. 4296) to President 
Ford to sign. This bill sets the loan price at $1.8 7 a bu shel for 
corn, which is only 647o of parity . 
Bu tz and Ford hav e threatened to v eto this bill. As this ad­ 
ministration is definitely work ing against the farmer, they hav e 
been regu lating the ex porting of ou r grains which resu lted in 
lower feed grain prices. Ou r gov ernment has continu ed to im­ 
port large qu antities of foreign beef despite ou r low prices and 
su rplu s of cattle. 
President Ford v etoed a milk bill a cou ple months ago that 
wou ld hav e giv en the dairy man 857o of parity . This is still less 
than the price one y ear ago.

The domestic peace and prosperity of the good old patriarch 


Jacob was sadly marred. He is compelled to become, at an early 
age, an exile from his father's house — to flee before the 
aroused wrath of his brother — to suffer a long oppression and 
wrong in the family of Laban, his kmgsman, and no sooner is he 
relieved from these domestic afflictions, than suddenly he is 
bereaved of his favorite wife — Joseph is violently torn from his 
embrace by his own sons — and at length Benjamin, the only 
object on which the affections of the aged father seemed to 
repose, must be yielded up to an uncertain destiny, and his cry is 
heard- "All these things are against me!"

Pilate, vacillating between the monitions of conscience and 


a miserable time serving policy, delivered up Jesus to be 
crucified. He believed Him to be innocent; yet that his own 
loyalty to Caesar might not be suspected, he did violence to his 
conscience and condemned the innocent. He must secure his 
friendship of Caesar, though it be at the expense of the most ap- 
palling crime. But how miserably he failed, and there was in the 
retribution which followed a striking fitness of the punishment 
to the crime. He hesitated at nothing to please his imperial 
master at Rome. Yet but two years afterward he was banished 
by this same emperor into a distant province, where, in disgrace 
and abandonment, and with a burden on his conscience which 
was as the "burning steel, he put an end to an existence which 
was too wretched to be borne"!

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Effort To Save Crones 
Underway In Nebraska 


Lifesavmg efforts are underway to move nine 


rare whooping cranes out of their traditional 
resting grounds in south central Nebraska, the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Commission reported 
Friday 


A spokesman with the commission reported the 


almost extinct cranes have been spotted on the 
Sacramento Game Management area near 
Wilcox, where over 15,000 waterfowl already have 
died from deadly avian cholera 


Ground scare devices were being used Friday 


in an attempt to move the cranes out of the 
rainwater marsh. 


Poor flying conditions Friday prevented com- 


mission and Interior Department officials from 
employing light aircraft to harass the birds. A 
heavy, freezing ram settled over the area most of 
Friday 


The nine whoopers landed on a low, marshy 


site known as Funk Lagoon. 


"The problem is that that is the hottest cholera 


place in the area Two to three dozen ducks a day 
are dung on that lagoon," said an Interior 
Department spokesman. 


He declined to speculate whether the cranes' 


overnight contact with diseased ducks would be 
sufficient to infect the endangered whoopers 


With the exception of the nine at Funk Lagoon, 


the remainder of the cranes are believed to be 
hunkered down in Kansas" waiting for a break 


in the weather before continuing their northward 
flight, it was reported. 


Currently on their springtime migration, the 


cranes irequently visit the Wilcox location while 
flying north from their wintering grounds at 
Aransas National Wildlife Refuge, Tex., to their 
breeding grounds in Wood Buffalo National Park 
in northern Canada. 


Since harassment of the cranes is prohibited by 


the endangered species act, permission had to be 
obtained from the Interior Department to under- 
take this move, a commission spokesman 
explained. 


In addition to the harassment operation, bird 


health and disease specialists from the Denver 
Wildlife Reserach center have been alerted and 
are standing by for any contingency, according to 
a spokesman of the U.S. Interior Department in 
Washington. 


Although the Nebraska site is potentially the 


most hazardous for the rare cranes, the Interior 
Department noted "all migratory waterfowl in 
the central plains states are now in the process of 
moving northward to their nesting sites" and 
presumably could transmit the disease to a crane 
at a more northerly location 


Normally whooping cranes — only 49 are 


believed in existence at this time — take about 30 
days to complete their spring migration. 


Avian cholera is a gastrointestinal disease fatal 


to waterfowl Infected birds usually die within 
days Those that are exposed but survive become 
carriers, waterfowl experts report. 


Commission biologists estimate nearly 5,000 


geese and 10,000 ducks have died due to the 
cholera epidemic in Nebraska

Effort To Save Cranes 
Underway In Nebraska

Lifesaving efforts are underway to move nine 
rare whooping cranes out of their traditional 
resting grounds in south central Nebraska, the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Commission reported 
Frid ay. 
A spokesman with the commission reported the 
almost extinct cranes have been spotted on the 
Sacramento Game Management area near 
Wilcox, where over 15.000 waterfowl already have 
died from deadly avian cholera. 
Ground scare devices were being used Friday 
in an attempt to move the cranes out of thé 
rainwater marsh. 
Poor flying conditions Friday prevented com­ 
mission and Interior Department officials from 
employing light aircraft to harass the birds. A 
heavy, freezing ram settled over the area most of 
Friday 
The nine whoopers landed on a low. marshy 
site known as Funk Lagoon. 
"The problem is that that is the hottest cholera 
place in the area. Two to three dozen ducks a day 
are dying on that lagoon,” said an Interior 
Department spokesman. 
He declined to speculate whether the cranes' 
overnight contact with diseased ducks would be 
sufficient to infect the endangered whoopers. 
With the exception of the nine at Funk Lagoon, 
the remainder of the cranes are believed to be 
"hunkered down in Kansas" waiting for a break 
in the weather before continuing their northward 
flight, it was reported. 
Currently on their springtime migration, the 


cranes frequently visit the Wilcox location while 
flying north from their wintering grounds at 
Aransas National Wildlife Refuge, Tex., to their 
breeding grounds in Wood Buffalo National Park 
in northern Canada. 
Since harassment of the cranes is prohibited by 
the endangered species act, permission had to be 
obtained from the Interior Department to under­ 
take this move, a commission spokesman 
explained. 
In addition to the harassment operation, bird 
health and disease specialists from the Denver 
Wildlife Reserach center have been alerted and 
are standing by for any contingency, according to 
a spokesman of the U.S. Interior Department in 
Washington. 
Although the Nebraska site is potentially the 
most hazardous for the rare cranes, the Interior 
Department noted ‘‘all migratory waterfowl in 
the central plains states are now in the process of 
moving northward to their nesting sites” and 
presumably could transmit the disease to a crane 
at a more northerly location. 
Normally whooping cranes — only 49 are 
believed in existence at this time — take about 30 
days to complete their spring migration. 
Avian cholera is a gastrointestinal disease fatal 
to waterfowl. Infected birds usually die within 
days. Those that are exposed but survive become 
carriers, waterfowl experts report. 
Commission biologists estimate nearly 5.000 
geese and 10,000 ducks have died due to the 
cholera epidemic in Nebraska

The students said the UNL 
business office has proposed the 
25-cent rider fee, despite opposi­ 
tion by the UNL Council on Stu­ 
dent Life. 
UNL Chancellor James H. 
Zumberge pointed out the inter­ 
campus bus service has never 
been free since it was begun in 
1962 Students get a bus pass 
when they buy a $15 parking per­ 
mit, without a permit, rides cost 
"a dime in time,” he said. 
NU Medical Center Chancellor 
Robert Sparks, M.D., noted 
Omaha student bus service is 
free between the Medical Center 
and UNMC housing, and to the 
UNO campus. 
The students solidly opposed 
discontinuing the UNL bus ser­ 
vice. saying it is essential to the 
academic program. And without 
it, auto parking problems and 


traffic congestion would in­ 
crease. 
Nuxoll said many services and 
activities are not used by the en­ 
tire UNL student body but are 
still paid by student fees.

Schwartzkopf said students 
should not have ‘‘to carry the 
brunt of this expense" for inter- 
campus buses, and Scottsbluff 
Regent Robert Simmons agreed 
‘ the state ought to pay the 
expenses” or the bulk of them. 


Zumberge said he encouraged 
the students to present their 
position on the issue at Studeni 
Regent Jim Say’s request, and 
"before the end of final exams, 
so when the decision is made, we 
will have had the benefit of their 
input.” 
Zumberge will make a funding 
recommendation later. 
The 
c h a n c e llo r 
also 
recommended the regents ap­ 
prove a change in the housing 
visitation policy governing UNL 
residence halls, extending the 
option an hour later to 2 a.m. 
and an hour earlier to 10 a.m., 
but maintaining the 14-hour 
maximum. 


Residents of floors and units 
that have agreed to visitation 
hours could set their times 
earlier or later within the 16- 
hour period. 


Since the policy change would 
not be effective until fall, 
regents delayed placing it on the 
Saturday formal agenda, and 
ordered l TNL officials first to 
report on the student acceptance 
and operation of the differen­ 
tiated housing concept.

Omaha (AP) — The owner of 
the Pussycat Theater in Omaha 
has paid a $4.000 fine for selling 
obscene material. 


Sheriff’s Capt. Joe Marino, 
who had seized some equipment 
and cash at the theater 
Thursday, said he returned to 
the Pussycat later and the cash 
was waiting for him. 
The Pussycat, owned by the 
American Theater Corp , got its 
equipment back and was re­ 
opened for business. 
Meanwhile, an assault charge 
against a Pussycat projectionist 
has been dismissed in Omaha 
Municipal Court. 
Delbert Sayles Jr., the pro­ 
jectionist. was charged with as­ 
sault and battery last October on 
the complaint of the Rev. 
Livingston Wills, an Omaha 
pastor and broom salesman 
Assistant City Prosecutor 
Richard Dunning said the charge 
was dismissed after the Rev. Mr. 
Wills failed to appear on three 
scheduled trial dates. 
The Rev. Mr. Wills had said he 
was roughed up when he was 
ejected from the theater where 
he had gone to sell brooms. 
A Municipal Court jury in 
February awarded the blind 
preacher $2.000 in a civil action 
for injuries he said he suffered 
when he was assaulted by Say­ 
les. 
The jury ruled that the Amer­ 
ican Theater Corp. was liable for 
the injuries. 


Farmers produced more meat 
in 1974 than in 1973 but got paid 
less for their year's work. 
The State-Federal Division of 
Agricultural 
Statistics reports 
that farm production of meat 
animals reached 63.6 billion 
pounds in 1974. compared to 62 
billion the previous year. 
The value of the livestock was 
$22 billion in 1974. a drop of $4 
billion from the previous year. 
Nationally, cash receipts from 


marketed meat animals declined 
XT',. Broken down, the drop in 
cash income from sales of cattle 
and calves was 207, hogs were 
down 7r; and sheep fell 6%. 
Nebraska producers marketed 
11% more pounds of cattle, hogs 
and sheep in 1974 than in 1973. 
However, they received 5% less 
money for their livestock. 
One reason for the drop in 
value is that there were sharp in­ 
creases in the marketing of cows 


and non-fed cattle which have a 
lower cash per pound value than 
cattle fattened in feedlots. 
Live animal prices declined in 
1974 for all species except lambs. 
The 
numbers of cattle 
marketed increased 8 %, hogs 
were 10% and sheep numbers 
declined 10% in Nebraska com­ 
pared to the previous year's 
sales.

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Arcadians Recall Twister

Arcadia (AP) - One year ago this 


weekend a devastating tornado ripped 
into this small community of 418 per- 
sons nestled in hills of central Nebraska 
between Ord and Broken Bow. 


Residents haven't forgotten. 
Storm warnings had been issued 


throughout the afternoon of April 20, 
1974, but not until shortly after 4 p.m. 
did the funnel touch down. 


Several funnels were sighted earlier, 


but had jumped back into the clouds 
without touching ground. 


When the twister which struck the 


community first appeared, it was more 
than 10 miles away and was moving 
northeasterly at about 25 miles per 
hour. The sighting gave residents time 
to take cover, thus preventing any loss 
of life or injury. 


Banker Robert Sistak recalls first 


watching the funnels from his car a mile 
and a half south of Arcadia. After 
deciding the danger was over, he and 
his family headed back toward town. It 
was then his son noticed another funnel 
coming. Sistak took his family east of 
town and watched the twister slowly 


descend into the heart of Arcadia. 


Sistak recalls, "It was really eerie... 


I couldn't tell exactly where in town it 
was hitting, but it must have been when 
it struck the Ford garage that a huge 
ball of smoke arose, and we could watch 
the roof and lumber rise into the air 
spinning around." 


Sistak remembered that debris made 


it impossible to get back into town im- 
mediately after the twister struck. 


The tornado destroyed much of the 


western part of Arcadia, including the 
Ford garage, an antique auto 
warehouse, Haddix Plumbing, the 
Catholic church, a tavern and a grocery 
store. Other businesses received less 
damage and countless homes were 
either completely jerked from their 
foundations or badly damaged. 


Arcadia residents were joined by 


citizens from surrounding farms and 
communities and cleaned the town up 
in about four days. 


Then, many pondered whether to 


rebuild in Arcadia or move elsewhere. 


Plumber Gene Ha^dix was one who 


lost his business ... the storm. He 
decided to rebuild. Haddix recalls "the 
mess, I'll never forget the mess." 


Jim Trotter of the Arcadia Lumber 


Co. recently completed his new 
building. He says, "If this past year is 
any indication of the community's 
growth, then this next year can only be 
better." 


Delmar Dalby, Arcadia grocer and 


mayor at the time the tornado struck, 
remembers how everyone helped in the 
rebuilding. 


Dalby says, "We were always a close 


community, but the storm brought us 
even closer... Everyone was just great 
the way they helped." 


One year after the disaster, Arcadia 


has a new lumber yard, a new drive-in 
restaurant, a new cabinet shop and a 
new plumbing shop. Three new homes 
have been built and more are planned. 
The downtown business district has 
been remodeled. 


Trotter says, "In many ways the tor- 


nado may have helped clean up Arcadia. 
It certainly has created a real improve- 
ment in the way the downtown looks." 


What of the future? 
Former Mayor Dalby says, "Someone 


figured the odds and told us that it 
should be another 250 years before Ar- 
cadia feels the wrath of another tor- 
nado."

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Retail Sales Figures Rise For December 


December retail sales figures 


for Nebraska, based upon sales 
tax returns, were "much less 
depressing than they were for 
the month of November," accor- 
ding to Business in Nebraska. 


These sales figures, adjusted 


for price changes, reflect Christ- 
mas business and indicate that 
the 1974 holiday trade was better 
than 1973. 


The areas south of the in- 


terstate in central and western 
Nebraska, plus Omaha, Lincoln 
and Scottsbluff, showed the 
most favorable retail situations. 
The northern tier of areas did 
not do quite so well, according to 
the Bureau of Business Research 
at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln publication. 


Consumer prices nationally 


were still rising in December, 
although the rate of increase was 
leveling off somewhat. 


Agricultural prices were 
declining, particularly in 
Nebraska. Also for the first time 
in recent years, the wholesale 
price index started to decline. 


Economic indicators show 


that business activity in 
December was higher than 
November, with the exception of 
the dollar volume of manufac- 
turing and physical volume of 
agriculture. The December 
seasonal slump in Nebraska in 
1974 proved not as severe as it 
was in 1973. The comparison of 
these December periods for the 
entire United States was not as 
good. 


Nebraska banking activity, 


although still below December 
1973 in physical terms, was not 
as far down as in November. 
Building activity for December 
was erratic, but was up for most 
cities.

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Retail Sales Figures Rise For December 


December retail sales figures 
for Nebraska, based upon sales 
tax returns, were “ much less 
depressing than they were for 
the month of November,” accor­ 
ding to Business in Nebraska. 


These sales figures, adjusted 
for price changes, reflect Christ­ 
mas business and indicate that 
the 1974 holiday trade was better 
than 1973. 


The areas south of the in­ 
terstate in central and western 
Nebraska, plus Omaha, Lincoln 
and Scottsbluff, showed the 
most favorable retail situations. 
The northern tier of areas did 
not do quite so well, according to 
the Bureau of Business Research 
at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln publication. 


Consumer prices nationally 
were still rising in December, 
although the rate of increase was 
levelin g off som ewhat. 


Agricultural prices were 
declining, particularly in 
Nebraska. Also for the first time 
in recent years, the wholesale 
price index started to decline. 


Economic indicators show 
that business activity in 
December was higher than 
November, with the exception of 
the dollar volume of manufac­ 
turing and physical volume of 
agriculture. The December 
seasonal slump in Nebraska in 
1974 proved not as severe as it 
was in 1973. The comparison of 
these December periods for the 
entire United States was not as 
good. 


Nebraska banking activity, 
although still below December 
1973 in physical terms, was not 
as far down as in November. 
Building activity for December 
was erratic, but was up for most 
cities.

Arcadians Recall Twister

Arcadia (AP) — One year ago this 
weekend a devastating tornado ripped 
into this small community of 418 per­ 
sons nestled in hills of central Nebraska 
between Ord and Broken Bow. 
Residents haven't forgotten. 
Storm warnings had been issued 
throughout the afternoon of April 20, 
1974, but not until shortly after 4 p.m. 
did the funnel touch down. 
Several funnels were sighted earlier, 
but had jumped back into the clouds 
without touching ground. 
When the twister which struck the 
community first appeared, it was more 
than 10 miles away and was moving 
northeasterly at about 25 miles per 
hour. The sighting gave residents time 
to take cover, thus preventing any loss 
of life or injury. 
Banker Robert Sistak recalls first 
watching the funnels from his car a mile 
and a half south of Arcadia. After 
deciding the danger was over, he and 
his family headed back toward town. It 
was then his son noticed another funnel 
coming. Sistak took his family east of 
town and watched the twister slowly 


descend into the heart of Arcadia. 
Sistak recalls, “ It was really eerie... 
I couldn't tell exactly where in town it 
was hitting, but it must have been when 
it struck the Ford garage that a huge 
ball of smoke arose, and we could watch 
the roof and lumber rise into the air 
spinning around.” 
Sistak remembered that debris made 
it impossible to get back into town im­ 
mediately after the twister struck. 
The tornado destroyed much of the 
western part of Arcadia, including the 
Ford garage, an antique auto 
warehouse, Haddix Plumbing, the 
Catholic church, a tavern and a grocery 
store. Other businesses received less 
damage and countless homes were 
either completely jerked from their 
foundations or badly damaged. 


Arcadia residents were joined by 
citizens from surrounding farms and 
communities and cleaned the town up 
in about four days. 
Then, many pondered whether to 
rebuild in Arcadia or move elsewhere. 
Plumber Gene Haddix was one who 
lost his business Jr. the storm. He 
decided to rebuild. Haddix recalls “ the 
mess, I ’ll never forget the mess.” 
Jim Trotter of the Arcadia Lumber 


Co. recently completed his new 
building. He says, “ If this past year is 
any indication of the community’s 
growth, then this next year can only be 
better.” 
Delmar Dalby, Arcadia grocer and 
mayor at the time the tornado struck, 
remembers how everyone helped in the 
rebuilding. 


Dalby says, “ We were always a close 
community, but the storm brought us 
even closer... Everyone was just great 
the way they helped. ” 
One year after the disaster, Arcadia 
has a new lumber yard, a new drive-in 
restaurant, a new cabinet shop and a 
new plumbing shop. Three new homes 
have been built and more are planned. 
The downtown business district has 
been remodeled. 


Trotter says, “ In many ways the tor­ 
nado may have helped clean up Arcadia. 
It certainly has created a real improve­ 
ment in the way the downtown looks.” 
What of the future? 
Former Mayor Dalby says, “ Someone 
figured the odds and told us that it 
should be another 250 years before Ar­ 
cadia feels the wrath of another tor­ 
nado.”

How many readers remember 


the charismatic Fulton J. Sheen, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop? He 
addressed a local benefit dinner 
last week. A remarkable man, 
who will be 80 on May 8, 1975, 
brought 500 people to their feet 
in a roaring tribute to him at the 
end of his lecture. He lives now 
in New York, having retired as 
Archbishop of Rochester in 1969. 


This unusual person has 


dedicated virtually his entire life 
to the service of others, and in 
his 80th year he evidences the 
same analytical, curious turn of 
mind that many remember from 
his years on national TV. 


He believes that the present is 


a time of testing, not so much of 
our values as of how we live up 
to them. 


Conscious as he is of the 


seeming pervasiveness of what is 
called the "new morality," 
Bishop Sheen urged his listeners 
to hold fast to their own ideals 
and principles, to retain their 
own hfe styles in the face of a lot 
of change for the sake of change. 


When the testing is finished, 


he believes, those who pass it 
successfully will be stronger and 
better for it. 


He offers a message of hope. 


To me personally he emerged a 
figure of strength and convic- 
tion. 


In all the years of his public 


ministry there has been and con- 
tinues to be an inner consistency 
in all that he says and does that 
is remarkable and inspiring to 
witness in these tunes.

Nothing could be much more 


striking than the contrast 


between Bishop Sheen's speech 
that night, and the appearance 
the following night of Dr. 
Virginia E. Johnson and Dr. 
William H. Masters at a 
"Friends of the Hospital" 
dinner. 


Masters and Johnson, husband 


and wife as well as professional 
co-workers in the study of 
human sexuality, addressed 
themselves to sex and sexuality 
of the aging. 


It is an obvious but frequently 


overlooked truth that the aging 
process occurs in all phases of 
life, and sex is one facet of life. 


Naturally, then, as persons age 


there will be changes, which 
differ widely in intensity and 
frequency from one person to 
another. Sex is no exception. 


Too often, however, fear of in- 


adequacy becomes a self- 
fulfilling prophecy and on this 
point Masters and Johnson were 
very specific. 


Distraction and worry about it 


make sex a "performance" for 
any age, and a person who is 
"performing" 
becomes self- 


conscious, perhaps fearful, and 
begins to question his function, 
the interest diminishes. 


Society clutches at sex as a 


separate life function instead of 
seeing it as a dimension of per- 
sonality. As a dimension of the 
total personality there are many 
levels of sexual enjoyment. 


When viewed in this way, the 


stultifying "goal orientation" so 
pervasive in the current 
literature about sex, becomes 
irrelevant, leaving persons free 
to enjoy every aspect of life as it 
unfolds.

average up more than 76 points 
in eight days. Friday it ended 
with an 11.03-point loss at 808.43. 


Prices were lower for 884 


stocks or about half of the 1,840 
issues traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Prices were 
higher for 545 stocks and the 
remaining 411 stock 
prices 


were unchanged. 


Sales totaled 22.61 million 


shares, fairly heavy turnover, 
but well short of the 32.65 mil- 
lion shares traded Thursday — 
the third busiest day on record at 
the NYSE. 


The Standard & Poor's 500- 


stock index fell .95 to 86.30 and 
the Big Board's composite in- 
dex dropped .44 to 45.76. 


Brokers said the market had 


been resisting an expected drop 
all week. It is normal to have a 
few days of selling or profit 
taking after a period of heavy 
gams, they said. 


"The market's been so terrib- 


ly strong that it's due for a a day 
or two of correction. There are 
an awful lot of profits that can 
be taken," said Robert Wade of 
Drexel Burnham & Co. brokers. 


Glamor electronic issues, 


among the biggest recent win- 
ners, came under some of the 
heaviest selling pressure Fri- 
day. Texas Instruments fell 7Vz 
to 104, Burroughs fell 2 to 122 
and Digital Equipment lost 3Vz 
to 102V4. 


IBM slid 3»/8 to 209% and 


Eastman Kodak dropped 1% to 
lOP's Du Pont fell 2 to 122 and 
Dow Chemical lost 2% to 80%. 


Polaroid stretched its hot 


streak into a second day. The 
stock rose 1% to 31 and was the 
NYSE volume leader for the se- 
cond straight day despite a 
trading halt due to an order glut 
which kept it inactive for most of 
the day. The sudden revival of 
investor interest in Polaroid 
came after the company sur- 
prised Wall Street with higher- 
than-expected earnings.

How many readers remember 
the charismatic Fulton J. Sheen, 
R oman Catholic Archbishop? He 
addressed a local benefit dinner 
last week. A remarkable man, 
who will be 80 on May 8, 19 75, 
brought 500 people to their feet 
in a roaring tribute to him at the 
end of his lecture. He lives now 
in New York, having retired as 
Archbishop of R ochester in 1969. 


This unusual person has 
dedicated virtually his entire life 
to the service of others, and in 
his 80th year he evidences the 
same analytical, curious turn of 
mind that many remember from 
his years on national TV. 
He believes that the present is 
a time of testing, not so much of 
our values as of how we live up 
to them. 
Conscious as he is of the 
seeming pervasiveness of what is 
called the “ new morality,” 
Bishop Sheen urged his listeners 
to hold fast to their own ideals 
and principles, to retain their 
own life styles in the face of a lot 
of change for the sake of change. 
When the testing is finished, 
he believes, those who pass it 
successfully will be stronger and 
better for it. 
He offers a message of hope. 
To me personally he emerged a 
figure of strength and convic­ 
tion. 
In all the years of his public 
ministry there has been and con­ 
tinues to be an inner consistency 
in all that he says and does that 
is remarkable and inspiring to 
witness in these times.

Nothing could be much more 
striking than the contrast 


between Bishop Sheen’s speech 
that night, and the appearance 
the following night of Dr. 
Virginia E. Johnson and Dr. 
William H. Masters at a 
“ Friends of the Hospital” 
dinner. 
Masters and Johnson, husband 
and wife as well as professional 
co-workers in the study of 
human sexuality, addressed 
themselves to sex and sexuality 
of the aging. 
It is an obvious but frequently 
overlooked truth that the aging 
process occurs in all phases of 
life, and sex is one facet of life. 
Naturally, then, as persons age 
there will be changes, which 
differ widely in intensity and 
frequency from one person to 
another. Sex is no exception. 
Too often, however, fear of in­ 
adequacy becomes a self- 
fulfilling prophecy and on this 
point Masters and Johnson were 
very specific. 
Distraction and worry about it 
make sex a “performance” for 
any age, and a person who is 
“ performing” becomes self- 
conscious, perhaps fearful, and 
begins to question his function, 
the interest diminishes. 
Society clutches at sex as a 
separate life function instead of 
seeing it as a dimension of per­ 
sonality. As a dimension of the 
total personality there are many 
levels of sexual enjoyment. 
When viewed in this way, the 
stultifying “goal orientation” so 
pervasive in the current 
literature about sex, becomes 
irrelevant, leaving persons free 
to enjoy every aspect of life as it 
unfolds.

Census 
Food 
Map 
Stamp 
Locates 
Users 


The greatest number of county 
food stamp users live in the 
Clinton-Malone area and the 
older residential area south of 0 
St., according to a report 
prepared by the Lancaster Coun­ 
ty Welfare Department. 
A census map showing food 
stamp user distribution 
throughout the county was 
prepared as a part of a study to 
locate eligible food stamp users 
and to develop a better selling 
and distribution system for the 
stamps. 
The 
Clinton-M alone 
neighborhoods, with 357 food 
stamp households, were 
followed by the older Lincoln 
residential area, bounded by 0 
st, 9th and 17th Sts., which had 
275 households using food 
stamps, the map showed. 
The Havelock area with 109 
households and Airpark with 103 
food stamp users were also high 
density food stamp areas. 
The lowest food stamp usage 
area in urban Lincoln was an 


eastern portion of the city 
generally bounded by 56th and 
84th Sts. and south of 0 St. 
There were 11 food stamp 
families in this area. 
Only 6 6 food stamp households 
lived in the rural areas of the 
county, compared to 1,645 
families for the entire county, 
according to the report. 


Proposed distribution 
methods for food stamp sales, 
now being investigated by the 
Welfare Department, include 
putting workers to certify 
households and sell stamps into 
low income areas or senior 
citizen complexes one day each 
week, and setting up some dis­ 
tribution points in the rural 
areas of the county. 
The department also plans to 
encourage residents -to use 
neighborhood selling points 
rather than commute into the 
main office on South St., said 
Don Williamson, assistant ad­ 
ministrator for the department.

A person charged with a crime 
would have received better 
treatment than that given a Falls 
City policeman when he was 
suspended, according to a brief 
filed with the Nebraska Supreme 
Court. 
An attorney for John T. Cum­ 
mings told the court the Falls 
City Civil Service Commission 
suspended Cummings without 
pay for 2% months in 1974 based 
on nebulous and unproven 
charges. 
Cummings was charged with 
ten actions warranting the 
suspension, 
including 
“disloyalty” to the police depart­ 
ment, screeching the tires of a 


police cruiser on the pavement, 
asking for FBI help without 
authorization and failing to keep 
his cruiser clean. 
Cummings took his suspen­ 
sion, which he was at first told 
was a dismissal, to district court 
which affirmed the suspension. 
His attorney said the Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission’s rules state 
that criminal, dishonest or im­ 
moral conduct justifies such dis­ 
ciplinary action. The charges 
against Cummings, he said, are 
nebulous, arbitrary and 
capricious. 
Cummings asked the court for 
back pay, court costs and legal 
fees from Falls City.

NEW YOR K (AP) - The 
stock market had its first loss 
Friday in more than a week as 
selling set in after eight days of 
unusually heavy gains. 
The buying spree, which be­ 
gan a week ago Tuesday, pushed 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average up more than 76 points 
in eight days. Friday it ended 
with an 11.03-point loss at 808.43. 
Prices were lower for 884 
stocks or about half of the 1,840 
issues traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Prices were 
higher for 545 stocks and the 
remaining 
411 
stock 
prices 
were unchanged. 
Sales totaled 22.61 million 
shares, fairly heavy turnover, 
but well short of the 32.65 mil­ 
lion shares traded Thursday — 
the third busiest day on record at 
the NYSE. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock index fell .95 to 86.30 and 
the Big Board's composite in­ 
dex dropped .44 to 45.76. 
Brokers said the market had 
been resisting an expected drop 
all week. It is normal to have a 
few days of selling or profit 
taking after a period of heavy 
gains, they said. 
“The market’s been so terrib­ 
ly strong that it’s due for a a day 
or two of correction. There are 
an awful lot of profits that can 
be taken,” said R obert Wade of 
Drexel Burnham & Co. brokers. 
Glamor electronic issues, 
among the biggest recent win­ 
ners, came under some of the 
heaviest selling pressure Fri­ 
day. Texas Instruments fell 7Vz 
to 104, Burroughs fell 2 to 122 
and Digital Equipment lost 3 Vi 
to 102%. 
IBM slid 3Vi to 209% and 
Eastman Kodak dropped 1% to 
101%. Du Pont fell 2 to 122 and 
Dow Chemical lost 212 to 80%. 
Polaroid stretched its hot 
streak into a second day. The 
stock rose 1% to 31 and was the 
NYSE volume leader for the se­ 
cond straight day despite a 
trading halt due to an order glut 
which kept it inactive for most of 
the day. The sudden revival of 
investor interest in Polaroid 
came after the company sur­ 
prised Wall Street with higher- 
than-expected earnings. 
Other active stocks were Pon- 
derosa, up 1 to 10Vi, Control 
Data, up 1% to 19 and R yder 
System, up % to 5%. 
On the American Stock Ex­ 
change, the market-value index 
dropped .39 to 83.19. 
Midland Gas, the Amex vol­ 
ume leader, was unchanged at 
5%. Other active Amex stocks 
wre Kaiser Industries, up Vs to 
8% and Syntex Corp., down % to 
42%.

Sheriff's deputies pulling apart the 


bales of hay found the twisted, bloody 
body of a young woman. 


She was nude from the waist down. 


Her mouth was taped shut. And her 
body was literally riddled with bullets. 


This Sunday it will have been one 


year since the sight of a bare foot 
protruding from beneath a broken 
bale of hay sent Oscar Fiene in a mad 
dash to call authonties. 


Investigation into the murder has 


taken police into five states. 


But they are no closer to a solution. 
Patricia Webb, 24, was an under- 


cover drug informer for the State 
Patrol, although the patrol said that 
connection was severed shortly before 
her killing. She was slated to-testify in 
cases involving marijuana and heroin. 


Four days before her disappearance 


she took a job as clerk in the Adult 
Book and Cinema Store, 140% S. llth. 
She was scheduled to close the store in 
the early morning hours of April 18. 


Later that morning another 


employe of the store called police 
when he found $30 in cash, a 
calculator and 51 books missing from 
the store A cord leading to an exten- 
sion phone from a pay phone had been 
cut. 


Because of these circumstances, 


detectives envision three possible 
scenarios: 


• The assailant may have been sur- 


prised dunng a robbery or burglary. 


• The assailant may be a sexual psy- 


chopath. 


• The murder may have been an 


execution because of Miss Webb's 
work as an informer. 


The case is marked by an unusual 


lack of information volunteered from 
the general public. "There's no street 
calk. Nothing." said Lincoln Police 
Captain Roger LaPage. 


To counteract this, a special post of- 


fice box, number 80041, was es- 
tablished to enable people to provide 
information that would be totally con- 
fidential. 


A reward of several thousand 


dollars was offered for any informa- 
tion that would assist in the investiga- 
tion. Officials stressed that payment 


was not dependent on an arrest and 
conviction, that money would be given 
for any usable tip. 


Officials went to the news media 


twice in their search for clues. First 
the media were asked to disseminate a 
composite drawing of the last man 
believed to have seen Patty Webb 
before her murder. 


Then the media were asked to carry 


the county attorney's plea for help in 
tracing the blue man's jacket Miss 
Webb was wearing when found dead. 


None of the tactics has resulted in 


useful information. Symbolic of the 
lack of response is the one piece of 
mail received at the special mailbox. 


Signed by the "Militant Taxpayer," 


a well-known signature at newspaper 
and other offices, the postcard 
denounced rapists, arsonists, muggers 
and murderers. 


Authorities with the State Patrol, 


the Lancaster County sheriff's office 
and the Lincoln police are quick to 
point out the immense amount of time 
they have invested in the case. 


The patrol says it has put in more 


than 1,600 man-hours. The sheriff's of- 
fice says it's put in 3,150. Lincoln 
police claim they have logged more 
than 8,000. 


More than 1,000 people have been 


interviewed. More than 50 have been 
given lie detector tests. More than 200 
.22-caliber and .25-caliber weapons 
have been fired for ballistics checks 
with slugs from the two murder 
weapons. 
e 


As the months pass, the intensity of 


the investigation has slackened, 
although Lincoln police still have one 
detective assigned to the case 


He is engaged in tracking down the 


men who received the 143 extra large, 
blue, cotton man's jackets that were 
distributed in 1968 as part of a 
promotional venture of a local feed 
mill. The jacket carries a Bonner 
Manufacturing Co. label. 


About 40 have been traced. 
Police also maintain a close scrutiny 


on bulletins from other parts of the 
country. They correspond with other 
agencies when a murder similar to the 
Webb case is reported, checking for a 
connection, hoping that a solution 
there will lead to a solution here.

the house and help with 
operations, maintenance and 
security. 


The house should be con- 


structed by fall. 


In other business, the LES 


Board joined a statewide genera- 
tion and transmission organiza- 
tion which would present a un- 
ited front in dealing with major 
power suppliers. 


The organization, the 


brainchild of the Nebraska 
League of Municipalities, also 
would enable towns to purchase 
large blocks of power for 
transmission and distribution to 
communities around the state. 
The communities also could join 
together to build power plants or 
transmission lines to meet their 
power needs 


The first year budget is es- 


timated at $100,0(10. LES will 
pay $18,342 the first year. The 
board committed Lincoln to 
becoming a member for at least 
the first two years. 


In joining numerous smaller 


towns, LES board members said 
they have no desire to 
monopolize the organization 
since LES is the state's largest 
municipal system. 


Instead, 
the 
board 


recommended that the group be 
set up on the basis of one vote 
for each member, rather than 
based on the size of the utility. 


As envisioned by the league, 


the organization would be 
governed by a board represen- 
ting the cities and would be run 
by a full time manager.

Sheriff's depu ties pu lling apart the 
bales of hay fou nd the twisted, bloody 
body of a y ou ng woman. 
She was nu de from the waist down. 
Her mou th was taped shu t. And her 
body was literally riddled with bu llets. 
This Su nday it will hav e been one 
y ear since the sight of a bare foot 
protru ding from beneath a broken 
bale of hay sent Oscar Fiene in a mad 
dash to call au thorities. 
Inv estigation into the mu rder has 
taken police into fiv e states. 
Bu t they are no closer to a solu tion. 
Patricia Webb, 24, was an u nder­ 
cov er dru g informer for the State 
Patrol, althou gh the patrol said that 
connection was sev ered shortly before 
her killing. She was slated to testify in 
cases inv olv ing mariju ana and heroin. 
Fou r day s before her disappearance 
she took a job as clerk in the Adu lt 
Book and Cinema Store, 1404 S. 11th. 
She was schedu led to close the store in 
the early morning hou rs of April 18. 
L ater 
th at 
m orning another 
employ e of the store called police 
when he fou nd $30 in cash, a 
calcu lator and 51 books missing from 
the store. A cord leading to an ex ten­ 
sion phone from a pay phone had been 
cu t. 
Becau se of these circu mstances, 
detectiv es env ision 
three possible 
scenarios: 
• The assailant may hav e been su r­ 
prised du ring a robbery or bu rglary . 
• The assailant may be a sex u al psy ­ 
chopath. 
• The mu rder may hav e been an 
ex ecu tion becau se of Miss Webb's 
work as an informer. 
The case is marked by an u nu su al 
lack of information v olu nteered from 
the general pu blic. “There's no street 
talk. Nothing/’ said Lincoln Police 
Captain Roger LaPage. 
To cou nteract this, a special post of­ 
fice box , nu mber 8 0041, was es­ 
tablished to enable people to prov ide 
information that wou ld be totally con­ 
fidential. 
A reward of sev eral thou sand 
dollars was offered for any informa­ 
tion that wou ld assist in the inv estiga­ 
tion. Officials stressed that pay ment 


was not dependent on an arrest and 
conv iction, that money wou ld be giv en 
for any u sable tip. 
Officials went to the news media 
twice in their search for clu es. First 
the media were asked to disseminate a 
composite drawing of the last man 
believ ed to hav e seen Patty Webb 
before her mu rder. 
Then the media were asked to carry 
the cou nty attorney ’s plea for help in 
tracing the blu e man’s jacket Miss 
Webb was wearing when fou nd dead. 
None of the tactics has resu lted in 
u sefu l information. Sy mbolic of the 
lack of response is the one piece of 
mail receiv ed at the special mailbox . 
Signed by the “Militant Tax pay er,” 
a well-known signatu re at newspaper 
and other offices, the postcard 
denou nced rapists, arsonists, mu ggers 
and mu rderers. 
Au thorities with the State Patrol, 
the Lancaster Cou nty sheriff's office 
and the Lincoln police are q u ick to 
point ou t the immense amou nt of time 
they hav e inv ested in the case. 
The patrol say s it has pu t in more 
than 1,600 man-hou rs. The sheriff 's of­ 
fice say s it's pu t in 3,150. Lincoln 
police claim they hav e logged more 
than 8 ,000. 
More than 1,000 people hav e been 
interv iewed. More than 50 hav e been 
giv en lie detector tests. More than 200 
.22-caliber and .25-caliber weapons 
hav e been fired for ballistics checks 
with slu gs from the two mu rder 
weapons. 
* 
As the months pass, the intensity of 
the inv estigation has slackened, 
althou gh Lincoln police still hav e one 
detectiv e assigned to the case. 
He is engaged in tracking down the 
men who receiv ed the 143 ex tra large, 
blu e, cotton man's jackets that were 
distribu ted in 1968 as part of a 
promotional v entu re of a local feed 
mill. The jacket carries a Bonner 
Manu factu ring Co. label. 
Abou t 40 hav e been traced. 
Police also maintain a close scru tiny 
on bu lletins from other parts of the 
cou ntry '. They correspond with other 
agencies when a mu rder similar to the 
Webb case is reported, checking for a 
connection, hoping that a solu tion 
there will lead to a solu tion here.

Lawrence, Kan. - Chuck 


Malito, Nebraska junior from 
Lakewood, Colo., projected 
himself as a Big Eight 
Conference contender in the 440- 
yard intermediate hurdles 
Friday afternoon in the 50th 
Kansas Relays in KU's Memorial 
Stadium. 


Malito, erstwhile Busker split 


end in football and last year's 
440-yard dash champion in the 
conference, ran a career best of 
.52.4 seconds in the finals of the 
hurdle event for fourth place. 


That's the third best time by a 


Big Eight runner this season and 
the way Malito is improving 
since becoming a hurdler only a 
few weeks ago he conceivably 
could be the best in the league 
by the time the annual meet 
comes up May 16-17 at 
Oklahoma. 


His time also is the third best 


ever by a Nebraska trackman, 
topped only by Dave Kudron's 
:51.0 in the 1968 Big Eight meet 
and Joe Orduna's :52.0 the 


Chuck Malito 


following season. 


"We worked a little on the in- 


termediates last year," coach 
Frank Sevigne said. "But we 
didn't try him in an actual race 
until we went to El Paso this 
season during spring break." 


There, in his very first try, 


Malito was clocked in :54 
seconds flat. His second race was 
Friday morning in a qualifying 
heat and he cut his time to :53.2. 
Then he shaved off eight tenths 


of a second in the finals. 


Itfalito's time was topped 


among league runners only by 
Bill Kehmeier of Kansas State, 
who ran :51.5, and Nolan 
Cromwell of Kansas, who went 
:52.2. 


Malito closed his day's work 


by anchoring the Huskers' mile 
relay team into Saturday's finals 
with a :49.8 quartermile.

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Irish Runners Pace 
Arkansas To Victory

Lawrence, Kan. — The IRA 


stole the show Friday in the 50th 
Kansas Relays — not the IRA 
you usually read about, but the 
Irish Relay Army competing at 
the most unlikely of all places. 


Three of the four members of 


the Arkansas four-mile relay 
team are from Ireland and they 
joined American native Randy 
Melancon to give the Razorbacks 
their first-ever relay victory at 
Kansas. 


The Irishmen, who were 


recruited by another Irishman — 
Razorback assistant coach John 
McDonald, were leadoff man 
Tom Aspel from Waterford, 
Derek Reilly from Dublin, and 
Niall O'Shaughnessy, anchorman 
with the most Irish name of all. 


O'Shaughnessy explained the 


Arkansas strategy in the race 
after he zoomed into the lead on 
the last turn and finished seven 
yards ahead of Kansas State 


anchorman Ted Settle. 


"It was windy out there and 


Coach (Ed) Renfro told us to sit 
in behind the person who was 
leading 
the 
race," 


O'Shaughnessy said. "And that 
really helped." Several teams 
held the lead (Oklahoma State 
and Kansas State among others), 
but Arkansas was always just a 
step or two behind. 


"I had a strong first lap," 


O'Shaughnessy recalled of his 
4 05 0 leg. The Arkansas team 
was timed in 16'30 8, far short of 
the record of 16 '24 0 set by 
Bowling Green two years ago. 


O'Shaughnessy is from 


Limerick, is 5-7, 130 pounds and 
is a 19-year-old sophomore in 
civil engineering. He said 
McDonald recruited all three of 
the Irishmen two years ago. 


The Arkansas assistant came 


to the United States to compete 
in track in Louisiana, later took a 
high school coaching job and was 
hired at Arkansas three years 
ago. 


Iverson Leads 
Pensacola Open 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (UPI) - 


Don Iverson, struggling on the 
PGA tour since a fourth place 
finish at Tucson three months 
ago, continued his new-found 
putting touch Friday to seize the 
lead in the Pensacola Open. 


Iverson had a 5-under-par 66 


for a two-day total of 9-under 
133, good for a two-stroke lead 
over Jerry McGee, who also had 
a second-round 66. 


It marked only the second 


time in seven years on the tour 
that Iverson, who has never won 
a regular PGA event, has been a 
36-hole leader. The other time 
was in the 1973 PGA Cham- 
pionship where he wound up 
tied for sixth. 


For awhile Friday it looked 


like a real logjam for the lead. At 
one point, nine golfers were all 
tied at 6 under par. 


But Iverson, 29-year-old na- 


tive of LaCrosse, Wis., resolved 
that problem by running off 
three straight birdies. A bogey 
snapped that string but he then 
sank a six-footer at the final hole 
for his fourth birdie in a five- 
hole span. 


"I've got to think I played a lit- 


tle better from tee to green than 
I did on Thursday (when he shot 
a 67 and trailed by three 
strokes)," said Iverson. "I had 
another excellent round put- 
ting. 


"I've had only one three-putt 


green in two rounds. That's my 
best putting all year." 


McGee, noting that this is the 


first time he's taken a week off 
and not missed the cut the next 
week in his eight years on the 
tour, said it now looks like the 
Pensacola Open will be "a real 
dogfight" with more than a 
dozen golfers within four strokes 
of the lead. 


"Don't expect these low 


scores to continue," said McGee. 
"This course can bait you. If the 
greens keep getting harder, the 
scores are going to get higher." 


There are six golfers a stroke 


behind McGee at 6-under 136, in- 
cluding Wally Armstrong who 
also had a 66 Friday, Charles 
Coody, Bruce Devlin, Australi- 
an Graham Marsh, tour rookie 
Roger 
Maltbie, and 
Milter 


Barber. 


Friday's best rounds, 7-under- 


par 64s, were turned in by an 
ailing Doug Sanders and by Ker- 
mit Zarley. 


Sanders, winner here in 1962 


and 1965 and leading here in 1966 
before he forgot to sign his 
scorecard, was suffering from a 
deep chest cold. The 41-year-old 
dapper dresser has played very 
little since having'his hand 
operated on 10 months ago. 


Those 64s put Sanders and 


Zarley at 137 where they were 
tied 
with first-round 
leader 


Andy North. 


Arkansas has been coming to 


the Kansas Relays for more 
years than anyone can 
remember, but until Friday its 
only championship had been by 
Lee Yoder in the intermediate 
hurdles in 1952 


The Razorbacks have never 


won a relay at Drake and their 
only triumph at Texas, the first 
leg of the Midwest Relay Circuit, 
was in the four-mile relay in 
1951. 


Field events produced the 


only records on the overcast, 
windy and cool day. which began 
at 7:45 a.m. and wasn't com- 
pleted until 5:41 p.m. 


Charlton Ehizuelen, Illinois 


sophomore from Nigeria, 
eclipsed the triple jump record 
with a leap of 53-8'4. He had one 
jump 53-10'4, but like his win- 
ning distance of 54-6 here last 
year, it was wind-aided. 


Colorado's Bill Curnow set a 


pole vault record of 17-2 in com- 
petition which was chased in- 
doors to Allen Fieldhouse. It

Malito TopHusker Effort

Lawrence, Kan. - Chuck 
Malito, Nebraska junior from 
Lakewood, Colo., projected 
himself as a Big Eight 
Conference contender in the 440- 
yard intermediate hurdles 
Friday afternoon in the 50th 
Kansas Relays in KU’s Memorial 
Stadium. 
Malito, erstwhile Husker split 
end in football and last year’s 
440-yard dash champion in the 
conference, ran a career best of 
:52.4 seconds in the finals of the 
hurdle event for fourth place. 
That's the third best time by a 
Big Eight runner this season and 
the way Malito is improving 
since becoming a hurdler only a 
few weeks ago he conceivably 
could be the best in the league 
by the time the annual meet 
comes up May 16-17 at 
Oklahoma. 
His time also is the third best 
ever by a Nebraska trackman, 
topped only by Dave Kudron’s 
:51.0 in the 1968 Big Eight meet 
and Joe Orduna’s :52.0 the

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Irish Ru n n e rs Pa ce 
Arka n sa s To Victo ry

Lawrence, Kan. — The IRA 
stole the show Friday in the 50th 
Kansas Relays — not the IRA 
you usually read about, but the 
Irish Relay Army competing at 
the most unlikely of all places. 


Three of the four members of 
the Arkansas four-mile relay 
team are from Ireland and they 
joined American native Randy 
Melancon to give the Razorbacks 
their first-ever relay victory at 
Kansas. 


The Irishmen, who were 
recruited by another Irishman — 
Razorback assistant coach John 
McDonald, were leadoff man 
Tom Aspel from Waterford, 
Derek Reilly from Dublin, and 
Niall O’Shaughnessy. anchorman 
with the most Irish name of all. 
OShaughnessy explained the 
Arkansas strategy in the race 
after he zoomed into the lead on 
the last turn and finished seven 
yards ahead of Kansas State 


anchorman Ted Settle. 
“It was windy out there and 
Coach (Ed) Renfro told us to sit 
in behind the person who was 
leading 
the 
race,” 
OShaughnessy said. “ And that 
really helped.” Several teams 
held the lead (Oklahoma State 
and Kansas State among others), 
but Arkansas was always just a 
step or two behind. 
“I had a strong first lap," 
O Shaughnessy recalled of his 
4.05.0 leg. The Arkansas team 
was timed in 16:30.8, far short of 
the record of 16:24.0 set by 
Bowling Green two years ago. 
O Shaughnessy is from 
Limerick, is 5-7, 130 pounds and 
is a 19-year-old sophomore in 
civil engineering. He said 
McDonald recruited all three of 
the Irishmen two years ago. 
The Arkansas assistant came 
to the Cnited States to compete 
in track in Louisiana, later took a 
high school coaching job and was 
hired at Arkansas three years 
ago. 
Iverson Leads 
Pensacola Op en 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (CPI) - 
Don Iverson, struggling on the 
PGA tour since a fourth place 
finish at Tucson three months 
ago, continued his new-found 
putting touch Friday to seize the 
lead in the Pensacola Open. 
Iverson had a 5-under-par 66 
for a two-day total of 9-under 
133, good for a two-stroke lead 
over Jerry McGee, who also had 
a second-round 66. 
It marked only the second 
time in seven years on the tour 
that Iverson, who has never won 
a regular PGA event, has been a 
36-hole leader. The other time 
was in the 1973 PGA Cham­ 
pionship where he wound up 
tied for sixth. 
For awhile Friday it looked 
like a real logjam for the lead. At 
one point, nine golfers were all 
tied at 6 under par. 
But Iverson, 29-year-old na­ 
tive of LaCrosse, Wis., resolved 
that problem by running off 
three straight birdies. A bogey 
snapped that string but he then 
sank a six-footer at the final hole 
for his fourth birdie in a five- 
hole span. 
“I’ve got to think I played a lit­ 
tle better from tee to green than 
I did on Thursday (when he shot 
a 67 and trailed by three 
strokes),” said Iverson. “I had 
another excellent round put­ 
ting. 
“I’ve had only one three-putt 
green in two rounds. That’s my 
best putting all year.” 
McGee, noting that this is the 
first time he’s taken a week off 
and not missed the cut the next 
week in his eight years on the 
tour, said it now looks like the 
Pensacola Open will be “a real 
dogfight” with more than a 
dozen golfers within four strokes 
of the lead. 
"Don’t 
expect 
these 
low 
scores to continue,” said McGee. 
“This course can bait you. If the 
greens keep getting harder, the 
scores are going to get higher.” 
There are six golfers a stroke 
behind McGee at 6-under 136, in­ 
cluding Wally Armstrong who 
also had a 66 Friday, Charles 
Coody, Bruce Devlin, Australi­ 
an Graham Marsh, tour rookie 
Roger 
Maltbie, 
and 
Miller 
Barber. 


Friday's best rounds, 7-under- 
par 64s, were turned in by an 
ailing Doug Sanders and by Ker- 
mit Zarley. 
Sanders, winner here in 1962 
and 1965 and leading here in 1966 
before he forgot to sign his 
scorecard, was suffering from a 
deep chest cold. The 41-year-old 
dapper dresser has played very 
little since having*his hand 
operated on 10 months ago. 
Those 64s put Sanders and 
Zarley at 137 where they were 
tied 
with 
first-round leader 
Andy North. 


Arkansas has been coming to 
the Kansas Relays for more 
years than anyone can 
remember, but until Friday its 
only championship had been by 
Lee Yoder in the intermediate 
hurdles in 1952. 
The Razorbacks have never 
won a relay at Drake and their 
only triumph at Texas, the first 
leg of the Midwest Relay Circuit, 
was in the four-mile relay in 
1951. 
Field events produced the 
only records on the overcast, 
windy and cool day, which began 
at 7.45 a.m. and wasn’t com­ 
pleted until 5:41 p.m. 
Charlton Ehizuelen, Illinois 
sophomore from Nigeria, 
eclipsed the triple jump record 
with a leap of 53-8V4. He had one 
jump 53-10*4, but like his win­ 
ning distance of 54-6 here last 
year, it was wind-aided. 
Colorado's Bill Curnow set a 
pole vault record of 17-2 in com­ 
petition which was chased in­ 
doors to Allen Fieldhouse. It 
wiped out the 17-0*/4 set by 
Chuck Rogers, also of Colorado, 
in 1968. 
Ivory Crockett, world-record 
holder in the 100-yard dash at 
.09.0 seconds, had to lunge at the 
finish to whip Clive Sands of 
Iowa State, who got an excep­ 
tional start. Crockett’s time was 
.09.4. 
The featured mile run went to 
Randy Smith of Wichita in 
4:09.5. 
Texas and Oklahoma won the 
other university division relays. 
The Longhorns took the 880-yard 
relay in 1.24.5 while the Sooners 
won the spring medley in 3.20.4. 
The meet will conciude Satur­ 
day. Competition begins at 8 
a.m. and the windup is 
scheduled for 5:23 p.m.

Game On Regents' Agenda

Star Staff Writer 
The University of Nebraska 
Board of Regents agreed infor­ 
mally Friday night that NU can 
pay contract fees for an exhibi­ 
tion football game August 16 
between the Baltimore Colts and 
the Atlanta Falcons, if the 
regents attorney approves the 
legal paperwork. 
Since NU money transactions 
require regents’ approval, the 
board decided to place it on the 
formal agenda Saturday. 
NU’s anticipated contract 
expense initially was estimated 
at $40,000, with any game profits 
to be divided among the teams 
and the university. 
UNL Chancellor James H. 
Zumberge said he thinks the pro 
exhibition game “ is advan­ 
tageous to the athletic program” 
as well. 
Zumberge informed the board 
of the proposal, because there 
are stipulations on use of NU 
athletic facilities for other than 
intercollegiate sports. 
Regents also discussed possi- 
ble suggestions to the 
Legislature on how to pay for 
operating the new NU 
Fieldhouse under construction 
at the State Fairgrounds, and 


who should govern and manage 
it. 
“Nobody really knows who’s 
to be in charge of the 
Fieldhouse, and to whom it 
belongs,” although title by law 
reverts from the NU Facilities 
Corp. to the state when construc­ 
tion is complete, said regents 
corporation secretary Bill Swan­ 
son. 


Board attorney Warren (Bud) 
Johnson said State Fair Board 
members — although they're 
guaranteed two w’eeks use an­ 
nually — are reluctant to sit on 
any Fieldhouse governing board, 
if the NU Regents don't seek 
control. 


And the regents themselves 
split on whether NU should seek 
priority use and implied or 
direct ownership of the building, 
fearing the university then 
would be responsible for full 
funding w’hen the athletic 
department budget is projecting

Dean Holtan, 40, wanted in con- 
nection with the skying of an 
Omaha bartender and the rob- 
bery of a Seattle bank, has been 
added to the FBI s list of 10 most 
wanted fugitives, the bureau 
said Friday 


On Nov 19, 1973, Holtan was 


allegedly involved in the $1,000 
robbery of the Seattle Trust and 
Savings Bank at 4th and Union 
He was arrested and charged, 
and later placed on the Resident- 
Release Project at the Universi- 
ty of Washington 


He absconded from the proj- 


ect and surfaced in Omaha, Neb 
There he was reportedly in- 
volved in the robbery of a local 
tavern, during which he is said to 
have fired repeatedly without 
provocation, killing one person 
and wounding another 


He is known to have been 


armed in the enactmen* of at 
least two crimes, and has a his- 
tory of burglary and assault 
Holtan, originally from Water- 
town S D, is considered ex- 
tremely dangerous 


He has a number of tattoos, in- 


cluding two printings of the 
phrase ' born to lose' on his left 
arm
